NOTES OF THE

Our forecast of the result of the appointment of the Lords’ Committee 
on Sweating has been fully borne out by the Final Report of the Committee, 
of which we publish a summary in another column. The Committee “ think 
that undue stress has been laid on the injurious effect on wages caused by 
foreign immigration, inasmuch as the evils complained of exist in trades 
which do not appear to be affected by foreign immigration.” This lays the 
ghost, raised by Mr. Arnold White, of the “ greener” being the cause of the 
low rates of wages and unsatisfactory conditions under which labour is carried 
on in the tailoring and boot trades. Qn the contrary, in the nail and chair 
making trades the labour of women and girls is arduous beyond any experience 
in London, and is as wretchedly paid as it is excessively laborious. On the 
other hand the evidence in the tailoring and bootmaking trades proves that 
the low rates of wages are due to conditions far removed from the competition 
of foreign labour, In the boot trade the report may be said to have had a 
salutary effect by anticipation. The recent strike indicated that the workers 
recognised the real remedy for the evils brought to the notice of the Com- 
mittee. Before the final paragraph in the Report was published the workers 
themselves insisted that * the real amelioration of conditions must be due to 
increased sense of responsibility in the employer, and improved habits in the 
employed.” 


Nor is it only upon the question of prices that the Committee consider 
tbat undue stress has been lain upon the injurious effects of foreign immigra- 
tion. Though represented by some witnesses as being uncleanly in their 
persons and habits (the result of their Russian, but certainly not specially 
Jewish conceptions of sanitation) the Jews * are not charged with immorality 
or with. vice of any description. On the contrary they are represented 
on all hands as thrifty and industrious, and they seldom or never come on the 
rates, as the Jews support by voluntary contributions all their indigent mem- 
bers.” Miss Potter in one eloquent sentence indicated to the social reformer 
the direction in which he should turn his energies: * The Gentile makes 
money to drink, the Jew to save.” In that one sentence is summed up much 
of the explanation of the prejudice against. the Jew in England as well asin 
Russia, where the codka demon stalks abroad unchecked, whilst the sober 
thrifty Jew is cribbed, cabined and confined for fear he should contaminate 
his Russian neighbour. Yet we shouid be wanting in regard for our poorer 
brethren did we not take to heart the real lesson of this enquiry. It is clearly 
proved that to moral influence far more than to legislative interference can 
improvement in the welfare of workers be hoped for. The Sanitary Committee 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians, of which Mr. D. F. Schloss is the actively 
zealous Henorary Secretary, can do much as it has done in the past, to im- 
prove the sanitary conditions under which the Jewish poor live. The efforts 
of this Committee must be redoubled and be unceasing. It must brave even 
unpopularity in the good cause, and rely upon the force of the awakened con- 
science of the community, to support its efforts in its active crusade. 


It is to be hoped that a goodly company will rally round Sir Julian Gold- 
smid, the President of the Anglo-Jewish Association, at the Grosvenor 
Gallery on Tuesday evening, and lend the worthy baronet that moral support 
which is deserved alike by the occasion and’the man. It is also to be hoped 
that a goodly list of contributors will likewise be announced on that evening ; 
for exalted as are the aims of the Association it is not possible to carry them 
out if that vulgar requisite—hard cash—be lacking. At this time of day it 
is superfluous to insist upon the necessity of the Association ; if it did 
not exist—to parody Voltaire’s famous assertion—it would be necessary 
to create it. Its existence is unfortunately only too clearly justified. The 
need of championing the cause of the oppressed Jew in various parts of the 
world is unhappily still a living need at the close of this nineteenth century, 
for the simple reason that oppression of the Jew is still a living blot on the 
world’s civilization. The Anti-Semitic riots in Austria- Hungary, the ferment 
of Judaophob feeling in Germany and France, and the medieval restrictions 
on Jewish liberties which continue without the slightest signs of relaxation in 
Russia—all these are evil symptoms which unpleasantly remind us that the 
day when “ Israel shall dwell in safety,” is still far off,” and forbid us the 
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hope that such an organization as the Anglo-Jewish Association will soon 
become superfluous. As long as there are downtrodden Jews to be rescued 
from their enemies, Jewish wrongs of every sort to be righted by a direct 
appeal to the conscience of the civilised world, so long will the Association 
need to exist, and its maintenance be a duty which is castupon every Israelite 
who is tasting the joys of freedom and justice and security, It is pleasing to 
reflect that, on the whole, duty of this sort is promptly recognised, and 
cheerfully discharged. The establishment of such organizations as the 
Anglo-Jewish Association and the Israelitish Alliance in Paris is a gratifying 
proof of the strength of Jewish solidarity—an eloquent testimony to the fact 
that as the chain of Jewish interests has become lengthened by the continuous 
distribution of the Jews all over the world its links have become proportion- 
ately stronger. The modern dispersion of Israel has not availed to weaken 
the racial sympathy which for so many centuries has helped to ensure Jewish 
‘cohesion. | 


Nor is the sole raison d’étre of the Association to be found in its 
defence of the persecuted. Its most faithful work lies in the more congenial 
sphere of education. While with one hand it would save the Jew from 
oppression, it would rescue him from oppression with the other. The two 
tasks are clearly complementary. To raise Eastern Jewish populations in- 
tellectually and morally is obviously a potent means of averting further perse- 
cution by depriving it of one of its pretexts. Superstition and inferior morale 
positively invite cruelty even from the superstitions and the immoral. A 
semi-barbarons population cannot but feel some respect for those who are 
palpably their intellectual superiors. Moreover education for the Eastern 
Jew means material advancement. It is the sovereign remedy for that terrible 
poverty which fills his life with misery, and which makes him the helpless 
victim of his fanatical neighbours. Let him only be taught and he will rise 
to a position of independence and comparative prosperity, and in that position 
will be the better able to resist the attacks of his opponents. The Anglo- 
Jewish Association sees all this clearly enough, and with commendable wisdom 
is expending the major part of its strength upon the educational branches of 

its work, Floreat.

A neatly turned compliment was paid to M. Carnot, President of the 
French Republic, during his recent visit to Nice, as reported by our Corres- 
pondent last week. The Rabbi, M. Meiss, addressed him with the bene- 
diction “V’carnot taroom bishooathecha” On The passage is 
one with which we are familiar in the Eighteen Blessings, and the name of 
Carnot naturally lends itself to the prayers relating to the exaltation of the 
horn (or fame) of David’s Royal’ House. In this case the resemblance of 
the sound was felicitously applied in the way traditional among the Hebrews, 
who have always been great students of words and letters, from the days 
when Abram became Abraham and Jacob was rightly called Jacob (snr- 
planter) as Esau said sardonieally.

We scarcely honour sufficiently the great scholars living amongst us. 
Therefore, we take the opportunity of mentioning that Dr. Michael Fried- 
launder, the esteemed Principal of Jews’ College, completed his quarter of 
a century service in that capacity on May the Ist. Dr. Friedliinder occupies 
@ unique position in the community. Essentially, by temperament and train- 
ing, a scholar, he is the one man amongst us of whom it can be justly said, 
without exaggeration or fulsome praise, that he is beloved by all who know 
him ; yet consistently tenacious of his own orthodox views. He has been 
the teacher, the guide, the friend, of nearly all the younger generation of 
Ministers, into whose hearts he has instilled a true love for learning and for 
the faith of which he himself is so ardent a believer. By precept and example 
Dr. Friedlander has taught the religion of love, of righteousness and fear of 
God ; and above all he has infused into his pupils an earnest spirit for 
study. His contributions to Anglo-Jewish Literature are a monument of 
his painstaking labours in the Vineyard of the Lord. 


Professor Skeat supplies in Notes and Queries an explanation of the 
rathes impolite remark sometimes made to busybodies, bidding them “ go to 
Jericho.” The allusion is Biblical, being based on II. Samuel x., 5, and 
I. Chron. x., 5. David’s servants having had half their beards cut off, were 
ashamed to appear at court, so the King advised them to “tarry at Jericho 
until their beards were grown.” To tarry at Jericho would therefore have the 
meaning—** remain in retirement, you are not presentable.” Applied to 
young men, as yet beardless, the phrase would be even more pointed—it 
would imply a rebuke of inexperience and want of wisdom. being equivalent to 
saying ‘** Wait till your beards are grown.” Heywood in his “ Hierarchie.” 
book 4, p. 208, uses the words in this sense :— : 

“Who would to curbe such insolence, I know, 

Bid such young boyes to stay in Jerico 

Until their beards were growne, their wits more staid.” 
From this signification the transition to “ sending to Jericho” would be suffi- 
ciently simple. The difference is that while the original phrase | 
insinuates the charge of inexperience, the modified form that it subsequently 
took made the charge more explicitly. Professor Skeat seems therefore 
justified in claiming that with the quotation from Heywood and the scriptural 
references, he has succeeded in rendering for the future unnecessary the many 
ingenious guesses current as to the origin of a very common phrase, 


To popularize the Talmud, to present its beauties in a form palatable 
to the “ general reader,” is a work that still remains to be done.

F amiliar as we may be with every point adduced 
nevertheless we have read Mr. Cross’s paper with gennine pleasure. He 
presents old sayings in an original form, and his renderings of some noble 
Talmudic aphorisms are peculiarly happy. Throughout, his pages are marked 
by sympathetic appreciation, and we are confident that his readers yjjj \, 
inclined, like ourselves, to ask for more. We cannot too often re-read sych 
maxims as these :—‘ He who can feel ashamed will not readily do Wwrong:” 
“ Who gives charity in secret is greater than Moses ;” “ Look not at g iug 
but at its contents. A new jug may contain old wine, an old one may hy. 
empty ;” “ Receive every man with a cheerful countenance ;” “ Despise y,, 
man, deem nothing impossible : every man has his hour, and everything it; 
place ;” ‘* What a child talks in the street, that it has heard from its paren;, 
in the honse ;” * Do not live near a pious fool ;” “ The rose grows amon, 
thorns ;” “ The sun will go down without your assistance ;” “ It is not jy.

HAMPSTEAD SABBATH AFTERNOON SERVICES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Srr,—You printed last Friday a letter signed “ South Hampstead,” advocating 
the transference of the Jewish Sabbath from Saturday to Sunday. Having regari 
to the nom de plume of the writer, it becomes necessary for us to state that the views 
he expresses are certainly not shared by the promoters of the Hampstead Sabbath 
Afternoon Services. 

‘The present is a convenient opportunity for correcting a somewhat widely- 
spread misapprehension regarding vur motives in holding these Services in the 
afternoon. The original proposal was to hold them in the morning; but it was 
negatived owing, chiefly, to the Committee's anxiety at that time to avoid even the 
appearance of a desire to compete with the movement for establishing a synagogue 
in Hampstead. The anxiety was all the more intelligible inasmuch as several of 
our colleagues had -previously withdrawn from the Committee which had bees 
formed to promote that movement; so that their motives in initiating a Sabbath 
Morning Service would have been peculiarly liable to misrepresentation. 

The recognition of the inexpediency of carrying out our original idea was on 
the point of involving the dissolution of our Committee and the collapse of our 
movement when it was proposed that the Services should be held in the afternoon. 
The saggestion thus suddenly made was as readily adopted. It was accepted as an 
easy way out of the impasse in which the Committee found itself. At the same time 
it was felt to be an incidental advantage that, thanks to its brevity and simplicity, 
the Sabbath Afternoon Prayer needed but a minimum of change in order to be 
made the basis of an impressive Service. These are the considerations that 
actuated us, and they were clearly set forth in our original circular. 

That among our congregants there are some who go to business in the morning 
is unquestionable. But it cannot be fairly contended that the possibility of their 
joining in our worship should have deterred us from holding the Services in the 
afternoon ; indeed, the same objection might be urged with equal force against 
the practice of holding Special Sabbath Afternoon Services for working men 4 
the Great Synagogue. Norcan we refrain from expressing the opinion that the 
fact of our Services being held in the afternoon has not induced, and is not likely 
to induce, anyone who has hitherto observed the Sabbath to begin to break it 
now. People are not deterred from going to business on Sabbath by the 
mere unwillingness to absent themselves from public worship on that day, 
It is with sincere pleasure that we are enabled to add that among our regular 


congregants there are many persons who have not attended a place of worship for 
several years past.

“A FRANK AVOWAL.”

Sik,—I doubt whether at any time or under any circumstances any possible 
good could accrue from the enunciation of the visionary opinions expressed 7 
your correspondent “South Hampstead” in favour of the Sunday observance of the 
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sabbath day. But I am convinced that at the present moment the solution of man 
ne portant questions of & practical nature may be retarded or imperilled by the 
agunting of views, which, though purely speculative, are calculated to shock and 
ound the legitimate sensibilities of the public mind. 

1 do not understand why your correspondent adduces the success of the Hamp- 
stead services in support of his contention, which has no more chance of being 
sccepted by the members of that movement than by the members of the most con. 
servative East End Chevra. It may be “South Hampstead” misjudges the move- 
ment by the prejudice, which is assiduously fostered in certain quarters, because 
the services are held on Saturday afternoons. Of course, much may be urged 
against the services, but it is strange that nearly all criticism is reserved for the 
‘get, that the Sabbath afternoon prayer is recited at the proper time, namely, on 
saturday afternoon, It is asserted that this time was fixed to enable members to go 
«9 business in the morning. Your readers will see, that this cannot be urged in 
good faith in face of the following extract from the original programme of the 
promoters 

“ We have reason to believe that there is a considerable number of persons in 
this district, whose religious requirements point to the desirability of a Service of a 
more modern character than that which is provided by existing Synagogues. 

« As it is contrary to our desire to detach members from any of the established 
Places of Worship, or to compete with the movement recently instituted for build- 
ing a Synagogue in Hampstead, we propose to initiate a Service, as distinct from a 
synagogue, and to hold it on Sabbath afternoons. The fact that only a minimum of 
change is need ed in order to make the ancient Afternoon Prayer a means of arousing 


euly devout feelings is an additional consideration which has influenced us in 
choosing it in preference to the Morning Service. 

“The Service, as proposed, will consist of the usual Afternoon Prayer, very 
slightly modified, with tke addition of the Ten Commandments; the whole being 
read in Hebrew, At the termination of the Hebrew Service a Scriptural Lesson, a 
Peqlm, a Prayer, and a Hymn will be recited in English. A brief discourse will be 
delivered every week, There will be achoir of male and female voices, and an 
instrumental accompaniment,” 

It isclear that to encourage attendance at business on Sabbath was not the 
cause of the selection of Saturday afternoon. If the effect be that people are 
attracted, who could not otherwise attend public worship, surely the friends of 
religion have reason to rejoice rather than to censure.

THE BOOT TRADE AND THE SABBATH, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sin.—My excuse for troubling you in this matter is to put your correspondent, 
“A Lover of Judaism,” in possession of the facts which it would have been more 
seemly for him to have taken means to ascertain before rushing into print, as he 
evidently knows as little of the objects for which the meeting of Jewish Employers 
in the Boot Trade was called, as he does of the intricacies of the, to him, foreign 
tongue in which he writes. 
In the same issue as his letter, you gave a correct report of the meeting which 
showed that the “due observance” of the Sabbath was the chief concern of those 
who called the meeting, and not a desire to avoid their responsibilities, Dr. Adler 
and the Rev, 8. Singer attended, not to give their opinion upon the necessity of a 
strict adherence to the Law. but to assist those present by their counsel and advice, 
which they are always so kindly disposed to give. There were also certain sugges- 
tions for meeting the difficulty to be considered, upon which the judgment of the 
reverend gentlemen would be more respécted than that of any layman. With 
regard to the statement that the leading manufacturers want to avoid their obliga- 
tions to their fellow manufacturers by introducing a scheme to encourage sweating, 
a “Lover of Judaism" is again ro utterly at variance with the facts that I should 
not have troubled to reply, but that silence might be misrepresented. 
The resolation does not say what is the number of hours per week that should 
ve worked. This is a question that must be considered by employers and work- 
men together ; but supposing such agreed number of hours for Christian manufac- 
turers tobe from 50 to 54 hours per week, it is, I say, not unreasonable that the 
workmen employed by Jewish firms should make these up in five days, which is the 
reason I proposed the resolution that was carried with but one dissentient ; other- 
wie Jewish manufacturers would either have to give up manufacturing for want 
of men, or pay higher wages and work less hours than their competitors. Is your 
correspondent prepared for this, or, as is evident from his remarks that he did not 
honour the meeting with his presence, is he one of those who have a law unto 
themselves ?

PRAISE FROM Mr. ZimmMeER.—Ia a communication bristling with learned 
citations for which we have not space, Mr. N. L. D. Zimmer writes: Many thanks 
for your excellent leader of last Friday on Judaism and Labour. It is virtually a 
“ Kiddush Hashem.” It is one of the ablest leaders of your esteemed journal, and 
outweighs cartloads of all that has been written for Reform. The latter leads to 
strife and Chillul Hashem and explains the pithy saying of the Talmud, that the 
idolatrous era of Achab was more acceptable to the Supreme than the God- ‘earing 
period of Saul ; because the latter was characterised by strife and the former by 
peace. Our Rabbis have shown that every violation of our duties to God could be 
atoned for but for man’s offences against his fellow man, the previous forgiveness 


of the offended party is indispensable. For one sin only repentance is uvavailing, 


for conversing in Synagogue during the Service, since its causes Chillul Hashem, 
we oifend the Majesty of Heaven by our disregard of the homage due to God, An 
authentic anecdote of Herr Mayer Rothschild S°¥-?, the founder of the house of 


Rothschild may be recalled. He attended the Palace at Cassel to arrange a financial 


matter. The time for saying Mincha arrived, and he begged permission to recite 
his prayers at the accustomed hour. Permission being granted he went into a 
corner of the room, covered his head and recited the afternoon prayer. The.Cur- 
fiirst was affected at this pious act and said to those around him: “Sehet mit 
welcher Andacht dieser I+raelit sein Gebet verrichtet.’ Thus Herr Rothschild 
sanctified the Supreme before rulers. Mr. Zimmer adds that Mr. Israel Abrahams 
was in error in his address at Hampstead when he said that the Gamlicl of the 
Hagodah was the first Gamaliel. It was Gamliel the Second of Jamneh, 


JEwIsH WORKMEN IN JERUSALEM.—Mr. Haim Jacob, of Jerusalem, now in 
London, writes to us :—In the name of the Jewish workmen in Jerusalem, 1 beg to 
place the following facts before you. Jerusalem has a future; this is undeniable, 
This future is not far distant ; the new period of development which will make 
of Jerusalem a living capltal, is near at hand. Whoever knew Jerusalem as it 
was, will be surprised at the wonderful strides it has made within the last decade. 
Large numbers of English, French, German, Spanish, Italian, Polish and Ruesian 
visitors flock thither every year. Hospitals, asylums, schools, avd, above all, hand- 
some places of worship abound in the Holy City, as do also comfortable hotels, and 
lodging places for pilgrims. Counting houses, warehouses, and shops, where 
travellers may purchase works of art, and souvenirs to carry home with them, are 
to be found in plenty; and with the prospects of an improvement in the water 
system and the introduction of a railway, it may easily be imagined what Jerusalem 
may yet become, But in spite of the many advantages enjoyed by Jews in regard 
to benevolent, educational and other institutions, the position of the Jewish work- 
men is not favorable. They do not enjoy that patronage which would make them 
independent. Why is this? Are they inferior to non Jews? No, industrious and 
able, their lot is yet so deplorable that many of them are obliged to work for 
Germans, Arabs, and even for the missioo, at ridiculously low wages. As none of 
the Jewish handicraftamen owns a decent-looking shop, it 1s not surprising that 

ilgrims pass them by. Convinced of the goodwill of our Jewish philanthropist, 
t weald suggest the following remedy. Let a respectable warehouse be hired and 
a trustworthy agent, understanding English and French, placed therein. He shall 
have to take over for sale the articles manufactured from olive wood, and a Committee 
appointed by the workmen themselves and approved by the agent, shall once a 
week examine the work, rejecting what is bad, and fix the prices. The agent shall 
further be placed in a position of making advances to the workmen for the material, 
viz., five per cent. less than the estimated value of the manufactured article. The 
amount thus deducted shall be placed on deposit, until the artisan is able to do 
without advances. Work shall be so distributed that several persons shall not 
produce the same goods. Every one will then earn a living in his own special 
line. If this plan is encouraged by our benevolent co-religionists, the situation of 
the artisans and their families will be greatly improved.

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THE ROYAL ACADEMY. 


The interest of the present Exhibition of the Royal Academy, in so far as 
it more nearly concerns our community, will be found to rest rather on some 
remarkable portraits of several of its members than in any striking performance 
on the part of artists who spring from it. Our artists are this year more 
meagrely represented than we remember ever to have been the case within our 
experience, Of a total number of 2,119 works exhibited no more than fourteen 
are the work of Jewish artists. Amongst them, however, will be found 
examples of considerable promise by two young ladies whose names are new 
to the Academy Catalogue, Miss Esther 8. Isaacs, who is, we believe, related to 
the Lord Mayor, and Miss Estelle D’Avigdor, a granddaughter of Countess 
Phys. agp and a pupil of Professor Herkomer. We shall refer to these 
ater on. 

The portrait of the late “ Sir Moses Montefiore, Bart.,” has been painted 
by Mr. Frederick Goodall, R.A., in commemoration of his having entered _his 
hundredth year, upon a commission from Mr. J. Sebag Montefiore. It has for 
its basis—for the artist never saw the aged philanthropist in life—the well- 
known photograph of Sir Moses seated in his chair and wearing a velvet cap, a 
presentment of him which has been engraved, and in that form has obtained 
acceptance and currency al] over the world as the most faithful likeness extant. 
In his hand is the congratulatory telegram Her Majesty addressed to 
him upon his attaining his hundredth year, and near by is placed a 
silver inkstand, containing the black wax with which Sir Moses’ letters 
were always sealed after the death of his wife. Such auxiliaries render 
peed ig tye interesting, whilst as a portrait its faithfulness will be recog- 
nised by all who knew the origina). Another picture which will attract 
attention is that by Mr. W. Q. Orchardson, R.A., entitled “ Portraits,” 
representing Mr. and Mrs. 8. 8. Joseph and family. It is what in 
the time of Hogarth was known as a “conversation” piece, and endeavours to 
cope with the difficulty of portraying a family group naturally and with ani- 
mation. To effect this the father is shown seated upon a sofa in a drawing- 
room with two daughters, whilst another daughter is occupied in tying a riband 
round the neck of a pug dog held by her mother. Although, as must almost 
inevitably be the case, the poses are somewhat constrained, admiration is at 
once evoked by the consummate colouration of the picture. Delicate greens 
and yellows are blended with rare art, the reds of the sofa harmonise delight- 
fully with the pearly green of the ladies’ dresses, whilst an important part is 
played in completiog a felicitous effect by the appropriate hues of an Oriental 
carpet. Since Mr. Orchardson’s portrait of “ Mrs. Joseph,” which was the gem 
at the Academy two years ago, no worthier or abler product of the artist's 
palette has been publicly exhibited. In the next gallery to that containing 
this picture will be found Mr. Hubert Herkomer’s graceful portrait of “ Mrs. 
Arthur Sassoon ’-—-perhaps the most satisfactory of the five canvases exhibite1 
by that prolific artist. No painter can produce masterpieces who undertakes the 
amouat of work Mr. Herkomer does not shrink from engaging upon. Neverthe- 
less, an artist of his power can be counted upon for a charming portrait when in- 
spired by such a subject. Mrs. Sassoon is seen standing, full face, attired in a 
flowered muslin gown. Her right hand rests on a wicker-chair, whilst she holds a 
pair of gloves negligently in her left. Full justice is done to the tall elegant figure, 
and this picture may worthily rank by the sideof the “ Lady Eden” of last year — 
one of Mr. Herkomer’s most successful female portraits. ‘Turning to the Jewish 
urtists we find Miss Esther 8. Isaacs’ ‘On the Watch” occupying a position 
next to the post of honour in the large gallery filled by Mr. Frank Dicksee’s 
“ The Redemption of ‘Tannhiuser,” which rumour asserts has been sold for two 
thousand guineas. It represents two spaniels lying on the stones of a yard, 
with some straw strewn about. Within its modest limits it is completely suc- 
cessful, the dogs being painted with sympathetic insight, combined with a 
powerful touch. ‘The textures are true and well rendered, and the work forms 
one of the few good animal pictures in the exhibition. Another lady artist is 
Miss Estelle D’Avigdor, both of whose pictures, “‘ Snakes” and “ Defeated,” are 
honoured with a place upon the line. In the first named a young man is seen 
in a cave struggling with a snake, whilst others are writhing in the darkness. 
A glimpse of distant upland appears in the background. It is chiefly as a study 
vt the nude after the style of Monsieur Henner, or more directly in the manner 
of Miss Dorothy Tennant, that this picture makes its appeal, and so far as it 
goes we thiok successfully, There is evidence of considerable promise, but 
Miss D’Avigdor does not face so frankly as Miss Isaacs the difficulties of her 
subject, the obscurity of the cave affording the means of evading them. The 
same criticism will apply to Miss D’Avigdor’s second example, “ Defeated,” the 
scene of which is also laid in a cave or dungeon wherein a warrior is seated, 
somewhat in the position of Mr. John Swan's “ Prodigal Son” of last year 
bound and dejected, near a blazing fire. A shield and spear near by tell their 
tale. ‘There is every reason to believe from the indices here apparent that it 
is the work of « student whose progress will be rapid. Mr. Solomon J. Solomon 
would scarcely have held his ground this year had it not been for his capital por- 
traitof ‘Mrs. George Mosenthal.” The lady stands full length, her brilliant 
carnations, relieved against a white brocaded dress of a pattern of large tulips. 
The workmanship is altogether admirable, and, although opinions may differ as 
to a somewhat heavy background, Mr. Solomon has rarely done better than this. 
Its very excellence raises the consideration as to whether its painter cannot 
now dispense with the somewhat derogatory attraction of huge canvases, of 
which his “ Hippolyta”’ is the latest example. This picture is, indeed, some, 
what smaller than those to which Mr. Solomon has accustomed us recently, 
but the incident of the capture of the girdle of Hippolyta, as treated in the 
present instance, quite fails to fill it. It is painted in Mr. Solomon's 
earlier and least effective method, and is chiefly remarkable for 
the treatment of two horses, in which anatomy is quite discarded, 
The bodies of two dead Amazons occupy the foreground, and are examples of 
capable and searching work, a strong contrast to the remainder of the 
picture. Mr. Julius M. Price is represented by a reposeful scene on the Dutch 
coast, entitled “ Viaticam,’’ where a group of peasants have suspended their 
work on a field situated on the cliff to utter a prayer of God-speed for someone 
dear on the tumbling sea in the distance. A very keen sense of delicate 
harmony of colour is developed in Mr. Joseph Mordecai’s rendering of a page 
serenading his mistress with a lute. The contrasts of pale blue brocade siik 
aud gold are charmingly conceived, and as well realised. Mr. Mordecai also 
sends “ E. J. Sellman, Esq.” Mr. E. B. Stanley Montefiore is as strong as ever 
in his delineation of horses in his “ War’s Alarms,” horses on sandy dunes 
frightened by a passing troop of cavalry; and Mr. J. L, Heury hasa somewhat 
similar picture without the horses, entitled “ Passing Clouds.” Deserting this year 
his usual style, Mr. Frank Emanuel exhibits a genre picture of an interior 
where a grinder sharpening a knife is being bantered by a comely servant maid 
Its title, * Edged Tools,” tells the story intended to be conveyed, Amongst 
the water-colours is Monsieur Emile Wauter's brilliant portrait of “M. H.

Rothschild, President of the United Synagogue, and signed by Mr. F. D. 
Mocatta, Sit Philip mage Mr. Alfred L. Cohen, Mr. Samuel Montagu, 
yP..

To the Right Honourable the Lord Rothschild, 
My Lord, 
There is NOW abundant evidence of the existence of a widespread desire for

OPENING OF THE NORTH LONDON BETH HAMEDRASH. 


As announced in our last issue, the Rey. Dr. Adler consecrated on Sunday the 
new Beth Hamedrash for North London which has been established at 127, Rontag- 
ton Green Road. A large number of gentlemen, mostly foreigners, attended the 
ceremony, and judging by the close attention they gave to the derashas delivered 
during the afternoon and to their familiarity with the many passages quoted 
from rabbinical literature, it was evident that the new Beth Hamedrash will not 
want a lientéle able to appreciate its valuable contents. 

Among those present were the Revs. Dr. H. Adler, B. H. Ascher, M. A. Epstein:

The Rev. Dr. H. ADtER read the Afternoon Service, Psalm xxx. and some 
appropriate scriptural verses. He then delivered the inaugura! discourse, which 
partook In some portions of the character of the old-fashion derasha, One part 
spoken in German, in order to be more intelligible to the visitors, and giving an 
exposition of some Talmudical passages, seemed to be particularly acceptable, 

The following is an abstractof Dr. Adler's address :—He commenced by ex- 
pressing his gratification at the fact that an institution had been opened in North 
London, which would be devoted to the study of Hebrew lore. He offered the 
thanks of the Community to Mr. D. A. Ansell, for having presented them with the 
library belonging to his late father. In dilating upon the objects to which the 
Beth Hamedrash would henceforth be consecrated, he earnestly emphasized the 
imporiance of studying the Bible in its sacred original, as the best means of 
answering the doubts of the sceptic, and confuting the eophistries of the conver- 
sionist. Dr. Adler then proceeded to refer to the importance of studying the 
traditonal law, and showed that bad it not been for the efforts of our Talmudical 
teachers, the House of Israel would have been split into numberless schisms. He 
described Talmudic literature asa tree spreading luxuriantly with many branches 
and with rich fruit, but the root whence it springs, whence the sap which animates 
it is forced up through every pore, whence it derives its strength and authority, is 
the Divine ordinance recorded in the pages of the Bible. The Divine w 
should be studied with earnestness and reverence, not with the purpose of dis- 
playing ingenuity and cleverness, but with the purpose of carrying out the behests 
of the Law. For not study, but action was paramount in Judaism. Dr. Adler 
then criticised the time-table of studies and suggested that the general body of 
readers would no doubt find the entire ‘‘ Guide to the Perplexed " of Maimonides too 
abstruse. He earnestly advocated the diligent and regular study of the so-called 
“Sifre Mussar,” books on morality, ethical guides, such as Bechai's, * Duties of 
the Heart,’’ the “Menorath Hamoar,” Xc., for it was the highest purpose of Judaism 
to imbue the human heart with obedience to God and with the spirit of rectitude, 
gentleness and charity to our fellow men. 

The religious service concluded with a prayer. 

The Rev. B. Spiers, in response to an invitation,delivered an address, which 
was enlivened by many humorous remarks, and gave fresh evidence of his deep Tal- 
mudical knowledge. 

Dr. FRIEDLANDER, who aleo was asked to speak, dwelt on the difficulty of 
thoroughly understanding the Moreh Nebuchim, and endorsed Dr. Adler's advice 
that although it was well for those who could master the intricate ideas propounded 
by Maimonides to have an opportunity of privately studying his great work, no 
vdvantage would be gained by a public study considering the limited time assigned 

it in the time table. Dr. Lerner followed with a sermon which was hardly appro- 
priate to the event ot the day. The series of adiresses concluded with one by the 
Rey. Joseph M. Cohen, formerly Chief Rabbi of Erlau,w ho has been appointed 
Librarian. 

There were no speeches, but while the Honorary Secretaries (Messrs. A. L. Sions 
and Samuel L. Lion) were collecting promises of eunscriptions, Mr. James H. Loewe 
proposed a vote or thanks to Dr. Adler for the leadiog share he had taken in the 
paocecdings.

ANTI-SEMITES IN THE GERMAN PARLIAMENT.—Herr W. Langenbach, member 
of the Grand Ducal Chamber of Commerce at Darmstadt, writes tous to deny the 
statement recently made by a Berlin correspondent in this journal that the election 
of anti-Semites in Hesse acd Hesse-Darmstadt was due to the alleged carrying on 
by the Jews there of certain financial transactions of a not respectable character. 
Herr Langenbach declares that the Jews living in Hesse are on ao average just as 
respectable as their coreligionist in other provinces, although this does not exclude 
the possibility of there being found among Jews, as wellas among the followers of 
other creeds, individuals who should be held tp to contempt. The reports of the 
sittings of the Diet at Darmstadt in the early part of April shows that deputies 
belonging to all parties, and the Government itself, represented by Minister Finger, 
took several opportunities of condemning the existence of anti-Semitism. These 
reports will also make it clear that the discontent of the country people with the 
present state of things, which is not likely to improve, was the chief inducement 
for the election of anti-Semites. Perbaps it may also have been a kind of sport to 
the peasants to entrust their material welfare and their political representation to 
men of the stamp of Pickeabach and Boeckel.

In view of the importance of the principal subject 
on the agenda there was a very large attendance of members, the largest that 
has ever been recorded. ;

A letter was read from the Rev. Dr. H. Adler stating that. in conformity with 
the intimation that he had been elected to discharge temporarily the duties of 
Chief Rabbi, he was willing to administer the affairs connected with that office. 

Mr. Henry Lvcas said that, before the business of the evening was entered 
upon, he was anxious to move a resolution which did not appear on the printed 
agenda, but which he felt sure would be welcomed by the Council and adopted by 
them unanimously. Nine years ago, when the elder son of their noble President 
attained his religious majority, it fell to the lot of the lamented Mr. Lionel Cohen 
to move a vote of congratulation on the event. The President's younger son was 
about to become Barmitzvah, and he had the honour to move a vote of congratala- 
tion on an event which was one of happiness to Lord and Lady Rothschild. Coupled 
with the vote of congratulation, he asked the President to accept from him, as the 
humble mouthpiece of the Council, the heartiest wishes for the health and pros- 
perity of his son, and the expression of the earnest hope that fulfilling the promise 
of his youth he might become an earnest, a thorongb, and a good Jew—(cheers)— 
and that following in the footateps of his father and grandfather he would become 
® pride to the race to which he belonged. (Cheers.) | 

Mr. B. L. Conen seconded the vote. He said there were often some healthy 
and occasionally some sharp debates in that room. He would be sorry if there 
were no differences of opinion, but he would be equally sorry if there were any 
departure from one sentiment of opinion from the feeling of affection that sur- 
rounded not only the President, but every member of his illustrious family. It 
had been his privilege for the past few months to have as a colleague the elder 
brother of the young gentleman who was the subject of the vote, and he hoped that 
he might be found to be as worthy and as capable an administrator in communal 
affairsas he had always had the happiness to observe in every one bearing the 
honoured name of Rothschild. (Cheers.) 

The vote of congratulation was then agreed {o. 

_ Lord Rotuscui.p, who on rising, was loudly cheered, said: I thank you 
rincerely for your vote. I shall convey your congratulations to my wife and my 
son, who, Iam sure, will appreciate them very much. (Cheers.) I now come to 
the subject which has mainly brought us together tonight. The subject is an 
important one to the whole Jewish community, and not alone to the Jewish com- 
wunity, but to the well-being and future of the United Synagogue. It is known to 
you all—it is indeed no secret, that since the death of the Chief Rabbi, there has 
been a great deal of discussion relative to his successor and the duties of the office ; 
and at the present moment there are various parties in thé State. I do not regret 
this at all; on the contrary, I should have regretted if the election had been 
allowed to proceed with apathy, and if the community had taken it as a matter of 
course, if we had proceeded to an election without any previous discussion on the 
merits of the case. I should have regarded it as a sign that there was no religious 
zeal or fervour in the Jewish community, and that there existed a feeling of indif- 
ference to the election of a Chief Rabbi. (Hear, hear.) I therefore, compliment 
the Jewish body as a woble on the fact that at the present a discussion is going on 
among us, with the object of improving the position of the Chief Rabbi, and to 
bring him more into contact with the mass of the Jews. (Cheers.) Before proceed- 
ing to the general question, I wish to say a few words on the office of Chief Rabbi 
itself. I do so without any disrespect to the late Chief Rabbi, or to Dr. Hermann 
Adler, or to the general body of our ministers ; but it must be borne in mind that 
circumstances have greatly changed during the past twenty years. Synagogues 
bave sprang up in all parts of London, and the Chief Rabbi no longer lives in the 
City. We must bear in mind that in former years the whole of the religious zeal and 
power of the Jewish community centred in the neighbourhood of Whitechapel. At 
the present day this power is far ramoved from that locality ; in appointing a 
gentieman to the office of Chief Rabbi, it is desirable therefore that he should 
remain in touch with the 50,000 Jews or more who reside East of Temple Bar, and 
that he should help to raise their position socially and morally. (Cheers.) [I am 
one of those in our community who rejoice if any one comes forward to do any 
good work. We may not always agree with the way in which the work is proposed 
to be carried out; but it is a healthy sign of the existence of an independent spirit 
that induces them to put themselves forward in the cause of the community, 
(Hear, bear.) In bringing the qnestion of the Rabbinate before you in the way 
that I have done this evening, | have departed from the ordinary rule, For if I 
had acted on the strict letter of the law, I would have forestalled the motion of 
which Mr. Charles Samuel has given notice, and I would have invited you at your 
last meeting to proceed to the eleciion of a Chief Rabbi. ButI did not adopt this 
course, not only on account of the opinions which I myself held, but also owing to 
the numerous representations made to me on every side of the question. (Hear, 
hear.) I must tell the Council candidly that the carrying of Mr. Samuel's motion 
would postpone for some time the election, because you could not get delegates 
together to elect a Chief Rabbi while you are asking them to consider what are his 
functions. I suppose you are all attentive readers of the Jewish press ; if so, you 
will koow as much as I do about the communications that have reached me during 
the lasttwo months. A great many of the writers stated that they only express 
their individual opinions, and had no power to speak in any representative capacity. 
[ don't know that I need go into the mass of correspondence, because we are not 
called upon to-night to discuss one single proposition that has been made. (Cheers. ) 
All Task of you is to authorise me to invite delegates to meet, and when they do 
meet they will formulate a plan which will be fully discussed, When we have this 
plan, it will be for us to ask those who may be aspirants for the post of Chief 
Rabbi whether they will consent to accept the views entertained by us. I know I

When they tell us that we must act up to the tradi- 
tions of Moses, i would remind them that the great lawgiver bade us remember the 
stranger within our gates, After all. the gentlemen whom I wish to bring into 
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touch with the United Synagogue are not strangers but Jews—(hear, hake anthen 
follow the same rites and traditions, and are of the same race as ourselves, (Cheers), 
There is one document I have received and which I will read. It isa petition signed 
by between 500 and 600 people, and handed to me by Mr. Louis Davidson, [¢ j, os 
seer To the President and Council of the United Synagogue. 

The undersigned members of Constituent Synagogues beg leave most reapect. 
fully to submit to you the expediency of making, prior to the election of a new 
Chief Rabbi, certain changes in the constitution of the United Synagogue ang in 
the control of its public worship, and venture to suggest that you take into con. 
sideration, at an early date, the following propositions, the adoption of which they 
believe will promote the best interests of our Sacred Religion, the prosperity of tha 
Synagogue, and the solidarity of the Jewish communicy. : 

1. That a representative Board for the control and regulation of public worship 
be instituted, which shall, in consultation with the Chief Rabbi, exercise in matte. 
of Synagogue discipline and ritual, the powers hitherto solely vested in the Chief

_ 2. That it shall be open to each synagogue to make such alterationsin the order 
of service and ritual as may be agreed to by a majority of not less than three-fourth,

‘DAVID BenJAMIN here interposed and handed Lord Rothschild , 
memorial signed by some 150 members of the Bayswater Synagogue. Lor 
Rothschild then read the memorial which was addressed to the Council and is 

3 follows : 

vs “ We, the undersigned, membera of the Dayswater Synagogue most respectfully 
desire to submit to you that we have heard with great concern of Cort vin resolutions 
with regard to the election and office of Chief Rabbi, which will be presente 
to you, and which will. we think, degrade that high office, and weaken the 
authority and great influence it has exercised throughout the British Empire. 
We further venture most earnestly to say that it is very undesirable to mak 
anv change in the religious government of the community, and that wo arn 
anxious to preserve the religious observances and the form of worship of the 
United Synagogue, under the supervision and control of the future Chief Rabbj, 
and we feel assured that this will best promote the interests of our Holy 
Religion, the union of our coreligionists in this Empire, and the prosperity of 
the United Synagogue.” 

Lord RoTHSCHILD, continuing his speech, said: [ have received another petition 
asking us to proceed at once to the election of a Chief Rabbi. [ venture to think 
that all these memorials will have more weight when the subject comes to be dis. 
cussed before the constituent Synagogues. We propose to invite representatives of 
the Federation of Synagogues, of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, and of 
the West London Synagogue, to join us in our deliberations if they will. There 
now remains nothing for me but to move the following recommendation of the 
Executive Committee: ‘‘ That the Council authorise the President to invite repre. 
sentatives from Metropolitan and Provincial Synagogues to consider, in conjanction 
with the Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue, the proposals contained in the 
letters addressed to him in reference to the appointment of the Chief Rabbi. — 
(Cheers. ) 

Mr. SAMUEL Montacu, M.P.: I have much pleasure in seconding the resolo- 
tion, (loud cheers) and am glad to have an opportunity of saying a few wordsm 
this important subject, although I shall not be able to vote, as I have to attend 
another meeting. I must premise that in making my remarks I do not epeak in an 
representative manner, but I trust my opinion will be in accord with that of the 
majority of my friends in the East and West: I will not enter into the questinot 
ritual (Hear, hear). The Council is not competent, and if it were competen, it 
would be unwise to enter on this question at the present time.—(Cheers). | 
abstained from signing the petition of my orthodox friends. and I equally abstained 
from signing that of Mr. Davidson. Three things I desire. The first 
that we shonld elect a Chief Rabbias early as possible. I also think that we 
should select one who would be most able to keep together the majority of the 
Jews in the British Empire—(hear, hear)—and that we should not seek for pledges 
inconsistent with the past life of the individual himself. (Cheers.) We should t 
prompt, because the anxiety that prevails in the community should be allayed as 
soon as possible ; and, at the same time time, we should remember that the position 
of the gentleman who is now discharging the duties of the Rabbinate is not a digni- 
fied one. I need not dwell on the second poiat, for it is patent to every one that 
we must have a man who will promote peace and concord. I lay stress on tbe 
third point, because if we asked for pledges and they were refused, we should be 
bonnd by such refusal, whilst if the Chief Rabbi yielded to the pressure of circum: 
stances he would lose all influence. (Cheers.) If these be my opinions, it may be 
asked why did I sign a letter to the President, of which you have heard, with the 
object of uniting the entire Anglo-Jewish Community under one Spiritual Chief. 
I may tell you that the inception of this programme occurred in the lifetime of the 
late Chief Rabbi, and had no reference whatever to the Rabbinate. One of the 
signatories, it is true, suggested that we should delay our action until the appoint 
ment of a successor to the late Dr. Adler, but this suggestion did not meet wits 
acceptance. There is nothing in our letter to which the Chief Rabbi pro. tem. 
could offer the slightest objection, and it therefore need not alarm the most ortho- 
dox of my friends. The intention of our letter is an honest endeavour to unite all 
the Jews in the Empire under one Spiritual Chief and one lay chief, the Spiritual 
Chief to be an adviser in a consultative capacity to all outside his jurisdiction. 
The Portuguese Congregation may, perhaps, not have recourse at present t9 such 
an arrangement; but they did so in the past, and might do so again in the 
abeence of Dr. Gaster, and under other circumstances. I see no objection to 
representatives of the Berkeley Strect Synagogue being invited, providing they 
will follow on the lines laid down in our letter, which was signed by three in- 
fluential mempers of that Synagogue. What I would like of those who will meet 
under the resolution of my noble friend is, that if they are outside the juris 
diction of the Chief Rabbi, they shall be bound by his authority on imperial 
Jewish questions while retaining their autonomy. We have adopted something 
similar at the Board of Deputies, where representatives of the Berkeley yoo 
Synagogue have been admitted without any evil results. I confess that years ago 
was opposed to the recognition of the Berkeley Street Synagogue as a —— 
body, but in latter years I have come to consider that if a body of Jews exists w20 
adopt the Mosaic laws, their synagogue should be recognised even if it be closed .

The motion is 
“That in the interest of the Jewish Community it is desirable that the office 
of Chief Rabbi be filled up as early as possible during the present session of the 
Council, and that with this object the Council of the United Synagogue be 
requested t) at once arrange with the other bodies in the United Kingdom (as 
provided in Clause 8 of the deed of foundasion of the United Synagogue), 
as to the mode of election and all the details connected therewith.” I cannot 
wee my way to withdraw it, and I can only therefore put it as an amend- 
ment. 1 am sorry to have to doso, as I have worked with Lord Rothschild 
for many years, and it is only for the union of the community that:I nowrise, I 
nave carefully avoided drafting a resolution which should be controversial in char- 
acter. Weall would be pleased to see the excitement allayed ; butour aim is to 
havea Chief Rabbiin accordance with our Deed of Foundation. Suggestions can 
he made to the gentleman whois chosen as Chief Rabbi, and we may be confident 
chat in @ liberal spirit he will accede to many of them; but no gentleman could 
eogre the confidence of the community who accepted offics under conditions of 
which he did not approve. (Cheers). Let n.e remind you of the procedure on the 
oooqsion of the last’ vacancy. Within three weeks after the death of Chief Kabbi 
Hirschell, notices were sent out and the delegates met two months afterwards. The 
delay that occurred in making the appointment was only due to lack of suitable 
an vidates. Dr. Hermann Adler has to perform delicate and responsible daties, 
nat he lacks the dignity which pertains to the holder of the position of Chief 
Rabbi, As Presidentof the Beth Din he has to pronounce judgment on many ques 
tions, and he has constantly to sett'e difficulties in provincial towns. For 
al] these things we should havea Chief Rabbi. If you are willing to defer the 
»otion of the President for one month ortwo, I would withdraw my moticn for 
that space of time ; but if the election is delayed for six or twelve months, then I 
-ay the situation thereby created is not adignified one. I have had commanica- 
sous from fourteen different towns, all of them agreeing thas we should at once 
eroceed to the election of a Chief Rabbi. Anyone placed in my position could not, 
-herefore, have done otherwi-e than I have. 

Mr. Exuis A. FRANKLIN seconded the amendment. He said it was hoped an 
cnderstanding might have been arrived at whereby the duty which devolved on the 
in obeying the laws of the United Synagogue in respect tothe election 
Chief Rabbi might have been fulfilled. Reference had been made to the memo- 
nal signed by Mr. Samuel Montagu and others, but there was another petition, the 
opiect of which was to bring delegates together for the purpose of reatricting, 
altering and controlling the authority of the Chief Rabbi. (Hear, Hear, and No, 
No). He asked to have the letter of Mr. Montagu read. 

Lord RoTHSCHILD : The letter is addressed to me in my private capacity, and the 
gentlemen who signed it have declared that they did so in no representative capacity. 
| donot think the moment opportune for discussing any of these proposals. Mr. 
Montaga has taken the line that hedid publicly as he had done privately in con- 
versation with me. The chief object of my motion is that tne synagogues shall 
discuss the question among themselves, and then it can be ascertained if the views 
of the Jewish community are in harmony with those of the gentleman to be 
appointed Chief Rabbi. 

Mr. E. A. FRANKLIN, resuming his remarks, said that it behoved those who 
were alarmed at the prospect before the community to warn it of the effect shadowed 
forth in at least one of the petitions. If it were placed in the power of any body to 
select an accommodating Chief Rabbi, it became those who opposed such an arrange- 
ment to do their duty and have the position of that gentleman clearly defined. He 
and those who shared his views did not object t» outside bodies being invited. But 
the place of Chief’ Rabbi should first be filled up ; and then knowing the views of 
the new Spiritual Chief, other congrezations might be asked to join the United 
Synagogue, and to agree with the Chief Rabbi in construing the law. He could not 
make laws, the Jews had no Pope, he could only construe the existing law. He 
pointed to the differences and confusion arising at present in the puipite, ministers 
wavering and preaching in different directions one week after the other. Let them 
‘ook at the position of Dr. Hermann Adler. What positior would he be in after 
te had been torn to pieces in ail directions. When the late Chief Rabbi was 
appointed he so controlled and pacified the Jewish community at large that it 
might be said with truth, “the land bad rest for forty years,” and even more. He 
noped this state of things might continue under the next Chief Raobi. (Cheers.) é 

Mr, MavRICE HART said that the atmosphere would be cleared up if the Council 
wire given to understand that no steps would be taken at tae conference to define 
tse position of the Chief Rabbi. 

Mr, Lovis DAVIDSON said he desired to draw attention to one or two extra- 
eiinary things. In the first place the fact had been lost sight of, that the 
resolution proposed w the Council was passed by the Executive Committee by a 
agemajority. He was bound to express his recognition of the able mauner Ip 
woich the question had been put before the Council by the noble President. He 
cad Dever witnessed a weighty matter introduced with less bias, aod with a greater 
‘esire to promote union than was the case that night. Lord Rothschild had ence 
“gan shown hims:lf to be above party. Mr. Montagu had characterisei his peti- 
tion as being not orthodox. He wonld not speak for those who had assisted him ; 
Dat he denied that the petition was inconsistent with orthodox principles, or that 

te Was actuated by other than orthodox views. He utterly denied that he was 
Leverodox, and that his party were non-observant Jews. He believed time would 
‘sow who were the true conservators of Judaism; those who wished to progress 
with the times, or those who, for specious reasons, would leave things as they were 
0 drift for themselves. They had to consider leisurely and calmly how best the 
office of Chief Rabbi could be carried on. Some had said that he and those acting 
with him wished to burke the election. He utterly denied this, and it was an insult 
‘o their judgment of Dr. Adler. He regretted that the personality of the question 
ever been brought up. Those who did so were, at heart, the worst friends of the 
‘novement. (Hear, hear.) The other point he wished to emphasise was this. 
‘oglishmen sprided themeelves on their constitutional rights; and, in accordance 
with those rights, a petition bad been drawn up in respectful terms, and certain 
resolutions had been formulated. It was impossible to please everybody. He had 
ws said that the promoters of the petition were tied hard and fast to all they 
ul said and laid down, He sincerely trusted that minor differences would be 
a or that they all might be actuatea by the desire to unite ee 
rts be Jews.

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emanating from Mr. Samuel Montagu, as singularly unfortunate. It was si 
unfortunate for the Council who would have it, as wel 
who had signed it. It had created considerable disploasure among members of the 
Berkeley Street Synagogue, and he saw from the Jewish ress that the President 
of the Federation had deemed it necessary to explain to that body his reasona for 
signing the document. When a public man had to explain a public act, the pro- 
ceeding appeared to bea little questionable. It was better that public acts should 
be left to explain themselves. (Hear, hear). He did not complain of Mr, Montagu's 
action. But he asked how was that document calculated to promote union, As he had 
already stated, there wasadivisionin the Berkeley Street Synagogue as soon as the 
tenour of the document had been made public, and Mr. Montagu had seen fit to justify 
his action ; and in the Council itself differences of opinion had arisen by the 
apperrance of the letter. He asserted it fearlessly and he rejoiced in it, that 
communal unity prevailed at present, and to a greater extent than ever 
before in the history of the Anglo Jewish community. (Loud cheers.) 
That union was likely to be injured, if not impaired, by the existence of 
the document in question, and no moment could have been selected which was 
more characterised to bring about so unfortunate a result than the present, If 
the other two bodies which it was sought to bring under the jurisdiction of a Chief 
Rabbi had no chief ministers of their own, he would concede that 
there was a great deal in favour of the proposal. But at atime when 
the German-Jewish community had no Chief Rabbi he regarded the move- 
metit as injadicious as it was inopportune. He knew that it was not the 
desire of its promoters to delay by a single day the electioa of the Chief Rabbi ; he 
therefore regretted that the President could not have seen his way to acknowledge 
the receipt of the document, and to inform the writers that when a Chief Rabbi had 
been elected he would be glad to convene the different bodies with the view of 
seeing how far it would be possible to attain, ne would rather not say the Utopian 
but the desirable end of strengthening the community. (Cheers.) It was pleasant 
to know that Mr. Louis Davidson was an honoured member of the Council. and a 
friend of the eminent gentleman whom every one had in his mind in connection 
with the Chief Rabbinate. He was certain, therefore, that Mr. Davidson had not 
done anything injurious to txe legitimate aspirations of his friend. Bat by his 
action he had not only fostered a controversy which was prejudicial to the best 
interests of the community, (Hear, hear, and no, no), he also had revarded the 
very cause he had at heart. If instead of arraying his forces he had taken counsel 
with those whom he might have regarded as opponents in the direction of change, 
then he might have hoped to have approached unanimity on this question. So 
much was he impressed with the responsibility of differing from the President, 
that although if Mr. Samuel pressed his motion, he would feel bound to support 
him, yet he would ask his friend, while not surrendering his opinions, whether he 
woald not incur too much responsibility by pressing it toa division. In Mr. 
Samuel's motion the Council was not asked to abdicate its functions, but do dis- 
charge its duties and to go forward in its best traditions, which would contribute 
to the true and lasting solidarity of the community. (Loud cheers,) 

Mr. A. E. SYDNEY said the present was a serious and a momentous time for the 
Jews in England, and it was essential that they should have a man ora body of men 
at their head to control them. Above all it was essential that there should 

not be two camps in the community. (Hear, hear.) He agreed with Mr. Cohen 
that the communal union was etronger than ever; but the step suggested that night 
could not endanger that unity. It must goa long way wo show that the Council 
was desirous of unity in every possible iorm and in every kind of congregation. 
When the opinions on the auestion to be submitted to the Conference were expressed 
it might be found that they were so diverse as to be utterly irreconcileable. On the 
other hand it might be possible to arrive at an agreement. But to say that an invi- 
tation given to people to state their views would endanger communal unity was 
altogether wide of the mark. As the legal adviser to the Council, be would remind 
them that no alteration in the constitution of the United Synagogue could be made 
without the whole of the congregation as represented by the members of the con- 
stituent Synagoyues, having a voice in the matter, and the right to give their votes. 
Subject to this reservation the Deed of Foundation was binding for all times.— 
Cheers). 

. Me Omancee SAMUEL, in response to Mr. B. L. Cohen's appeal, said that he 
could not take on himself the responsibility of a division (cheers), especially after 

the threat held ont by Lord Rothschild that if the motion from the chair was 
rejected and tnat of Mr. Samuel carried he would retire. (Uproar and cries of 

withdraw). Knowing this he would not like to incur the ceasure of the com- 

wunity for any such act, 

Mr. ASHER I, MYERS protested against Mr. Samuel withdrawing his amendment 
out of regard to an alleged threat not used during the debate. It was unjustifiable 
to beat a retreatin this manner. He would vote against the withdrawal! otherwise 
than on public gronnds. 

Mr. Evuis A. FRANKLIN, in agreeing to the withdrawal of the amendment, said 
that the Council should not take cognisance of any communicstioa not made to the 
Council, or from the presidential chair. He would advise the withdrawal on 
higher grounds, and he hoped the community would not long be kept in suspense. 

The motion of the President was then agreed to amid loud cheers, only three 
hands being held up against it. 

The PRESIDENT, who wus greeted with cheers, said: 1 have to thank you for 
the vote of confidence you have given me (cheers). It is only due to Mr. Montagu, 
who has left the meeting, to make a few remarks. Mr. Cohen has told us that Mr. 
Montagu had deemed it neces-ary to make explanations to his Board. It is only 
rivht now that I should read the letter written to me by Mr. Montagu and other 
gentlemen, so that the community may know that what Mr. Montagu stated to the 
Federation was in accord with what he wrote to me. Mr. Montagu and | have often 
had differeuces of opinion, but itis only fair to him that I should now read his 
communication. (Cheers) 

Lord ROTHSCHILD then read the letter, the full text of which is given in 
another column. 

The remaining orders of the day were rapidly run through and disposed of. 

The Executive Commit:ee were authorised to expesd a sum not exceeding 
£60 for the erection of a tombstone in memory of the late Chief Rabbi, the amount to 
be charged to the general account. 

The Council discharged a reference to the Executive Committee of a communica- 
tion from the South Hackney Synagogue for a modification of the burial arrange- 
ments of that synagogue, its arrangements with the Burial Committee having since 
ceased. 

A report of the Executive Committe was adopted, recommending that no altera- 
tion be made in the arrangement with Mr. N. 8.

A MOMENTOUS DEBATE. 


Tae discussion. at the numerously attended meeting of the Council of the 
United Synagogue on Tuesday evening was worthy of the subject that 
engaged its attention. Not only was the attendance the largest that has 
teen present at a sitting of the Council, but the tone of the debate through- 
sgt was lifted above the pettier considerations which too often clog and 
fog important questions. The subject considered was of supreme 
and paramount importance. Lorp Rotuscuip, as the President of our 
seat congregational corporation, asked the Council to authorise him to 
invite delegates from all the. Synagogues, including the Spanish and 
Portuguese Congregation, the West London Synagogue of British 
Jews and the Federation of Synagogues, to a conference to consider whether 


the unity in the community—which Mr. Bexsamin L. Conen said, with. 


more confidence than circumstances quite warrant, does already exist—shall 
have, as it were, the coping stone fixed to it. That consummation would be 
brought about, without doubt, were the spiritual direction of the entire com- 
munity focussed into one centre. In other words, whilst the autonomy 
apd liberty of action of all the existing congregations is preserved, 
there might be one ecclesiastical authority—not to control but to direct 
theentire community, with the Chevras as the base and the Reform Synagogue 
as the apex, of the whole body of Jews of the British Empire. No grander 
‘deal for earnest Jews to strive after could well be conceived; and Mr. 
Caances Samvet acted with as much prudence as wisdom in withdrawing 
anamendment which must have jeopardised the only practical steps by 
which that ideal Unity could be brought about. It is far above the narrower 
and minor question of procedure in relation to the election of a Chief 
Rabbi. 

Mr. Samven Mowtacv, M.P., showed his zeal and earnestness 
and his regard for the well-being of the community by signing the 
important letter, the full text of which we are enabled to print in 
another column ; and still more so by the admirable speech in which 
he seconded Lord Rotuscuitp’s resolution. The applause which greeted 
bis announcement that he rose to second the resolution proposed by Lord 
Rotuscaitp indicated the feeling of satisfaction that will be felt beyond the 
Council-room, that these two leaders are acting in concert to promote unity 
among us. No one with any sense of fairness can cast doubt on 
the good faith of Lord Rorascuity in dealing with this important and far- 
reaching question. The speech in which he moved his well-conceived 
resolution was as admirable in its temperateness as it was far-sighted in the 
4spirations which it expressed. 
might proudly, safely, unhesitatingly follow. We are far too near the event 
sufficiently to estimate the good he has effected by that resulution, and we 
hail with intense satisfaction the fact that, for all practical purposes, it was 
Unanimously adopted by the Council. 

Tuesday night marked a real landmark in the history of English 
Jews, We may have long to wait before the final resulis contemplated 
and desired are secured, but it is the first step that costs. The 
ancient Sephardic congregation can scarcely refuse, this time, to accept the 
‘Uvitation of Lord Rothschild. They wou!d be false to their own traditions, 
i they, who invited the “‘ German ” congregations to join them in the first 
united Council of the Community, the Board of Deputies, should now, 
through unfounded fears and misgivings as to their own autonomy, refuse 


Ile proved himself a leader whom men 
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even to confer upon the questions to be submitted to the delegates. Of no 
less importance is it that the Berkeley Street Synagogue should not thrust 
aside the olive branch held out to them. It must not be said that because 
it is feared the “ Reform” congregation will not accept the invitation it 
should not have been given. That body rightly declines to knock at a closed 
door. It must be opened to them, and they must be asked, in all good faith 
and with a sincerely fraternal feeling, to enter once more into congregational 
unity with their brethren-in-faith, to work for the common good of the whole 
community of which they form an ‘ntegral part.

Next Sunday is “Election Sunday” in the United Synagogue. The 
occasion is likely to be invested with unasual importance owing to the efforts 
to turn it to account that have been made for some weeks past by active 
workers for or against a modification of the Rabbinate system. Whatever 
may be the results of this attempt to create a * platform” in connexion with 
Sunday's meetings it is not the subject with which we are concerned for the 
moment. We would rather draw attention to. some of the more’ permanent 
aspects of these elections. We have had occasion of late to refer to the 
necessity of using such occasions for stimulating the interest of seatholders 
in the local Synagogues. It is highly desirable that the scope of meetings 
such as those which will be held on Sunday should be made ‘sufficiently wide 
to admit of the gratification of the seatholders’ desire for information as to 
the why and wherefore of Synagogue management.

THE SWEATING COMMITTEE. 

The fifth (and final) Report of the Select Committee of the House of Lords on 
the Sweating System has just been issued. In their conclusions and recomménda- 
tions the Committee state that undoubtedly “employers are regardless of the 
moral obligations which attach to capital when they take contracts to supply 
articles and know nothing of the condition of the workers by whom such articles 
are made, leaving to a sub-contractor the duty of selecting the workers, and giving 
him by way of compensation a portion of the profit. But it sSqns to us that the 
middleman is the consequence, not the cause of the evil: the instr , not the 
hand which gives motion to the instrument which does the mischief.\ More- 
over the middleman is found to be absent in many cases tin which th 
complained of abound. Further, we think that undue stress has been laid on the 
injurious effect on wages caused by foreign immigration, inasmuch as we find that 
the evils complained of obtain in trades which do not appear to be affected by 
foreign immigration. We are of opinion, however, that certain trades are to some 
extent affected by the presence of poor foreigners, for the most part Russian and 
Polish Jewa. These Jews are not charged with immorality or with vice of any 
description, though represented by some witnesses as being uncleanly in their 
persons and habits. Ou the contrary, they are represented on all hands as thrifty 


and industrious, and they seldom or never come on the rates, as the Jews support 
by voluntary contributions all their indigent members. What is shown is that the 
Jewish immigrants can live on what would be starvation wages to Englishmen, 
that they work for a number of hours almost incredible in length, and that, until of 
late, they have not easily lent themselves to trade combinations. ’ Machinery is

As to any remedy for the low wages and exvessive hours of labour, the Com- 
mittee think that good may be effected by the extension of co-operative societies, 
and by well-considered combination among the workers. The Committee has been 
urged to recommend the prohibition by legislation, of working at home, but they

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“ think that such a measure would be arbitrary and oppressive, not sanctioned by 
any precedent in existing law, and impossible to be effectually enforced. ith 
regard to improvement in the sanitary condition of domestic workshops, the Com- 
mittee are of opinion that all work-places should be treated for sanitary purposes 
as factories are treated under the factory law ; an adequate number of inspectors 
should be appointed, with power to enter all work-places at reasonable times with- 
out a warrant. The sanitary inspection should be placed under the control of the 
County Councils, and greater facilities should be given, by registration and other- 
wise, to factory inspectors for inspecting all work-places. 

The conclusions and recommendations of the Committee are preceded bya 
summary of the evidence of which we p ublished full reports at the time it was given, 
It may, however, be useful to reproduce p ortions of the summary referring to the 
Tailoring trade in London. With regard to the bootmaking trade, the Committee 
point out that it must be borne in mind that the person known in the trade as the 
sweater is the worker, or the person who is sweated. The recent strike will pro- 
bably effect a complete revolution in the conditions under which the workers, 
whether native or foreign, are employed. Therefore, the bulk of the evidence 
ceases to be of practical interest except as picturing effects which it is hoped will 
now cease to operate. 

In reference to the tailoring trade a large body of evidence was taken. Every 
cauze which tends to produce and perpetuate sweating is at work in the most con- 
centrated form in the clothing trades, Some ycars agoa properly trained tailor 
knew his business throughout, could meke all orany part of a suit of clothes, 
and was merely assisted by members of his own family or his own apprentices. 


Now, excepting in the very best bespoke trade, a man g enerally confines himself to 
one particular garment or part of a ga rment, and the trade is divided into different 
sections. In some cases the man known asa sweater is merely an agent knowing 
nothing of the business. Sometimes he acts the part of a foreman and directs the work 
of every branch, understanding the whole business thoronghly. Sometimes he works 
as hard as any of his employés. The conditions uncer which the work is done are 
deplorable in the extreme, The sanitary defects of some workshops described by 
witnesses are referred to. As the workshops are described by witnesses to be miser- 
able dens, so is the food stated to be of the poorest description, The evidence tends. 
to show there ia much evasion of the Factory Acta and overtime working of females. 


With regard to prices the evidence is of an extremely contradictory nature. dlirs . 


Potter who has personally worked in sweaters’ shops to gain practical experience on 
the subject, contends that the worst cases of sweating occur where there is no sub- 
contract. Regarding the coat trade, the best part of it is in the hauds of the Jews, 
who principally employ their own co-religionists of both sexes, and they are more 
skilful than the Gentiles, She confirmed a statement of Mr. Mark Moses to the 
efect that Jewish contractors would not take the lowest class of work. In Miss 
Potter's opinion pauper immigration has no effect on tatloring, and she states that 
Jews and Gentiles can work peaceably together. Miss Potter speaks strongly on 
the inefficiency of sanitary inspection ; is further of opinion that at the East End 
the Gentile is generally going downwards, while the position of the Jew is improv- 
ing. The Gentile makes money to drink, the Jew to save. Except as to sanitation. 
the coat-makers can take care of themselves. In her opinion the standard of life of 
the Polish Jews is so low that they can do with very much less than the Erglish 
They live on very little and are as little particular about quality as about quantity 
They are capable of thriving where an Englishman could not live, and she further 
gives it as an opinion that Jews and Gentiles do not compete ; Gentiles do not 
follow the coat trade and Jews only make coats. “They work, as it were in 
watertight compartments.” 

Mr. Hollington says that the cause of sweating ia the surplus of uneducated or 
unskilled labour. Thatis the whole origin of the thing, and is caused by the immi- 
gration of Jews and by the Jewish Board of Guardians and the large proportion of 
women who work at the trade. This statement as to Jewish immivration was con- 
tradicted by Mr. M. Stephany, Secretary, and Mr. Liosel L. Alexander, Hon. Secre- 
tary, of the Jewish Board of Guardians. Mr. Shipton states that he knows no trade. 
where union is strong, which was affected by forei¢n labour or goods. He looks to 
combination for the amelioration of the existing state of things. Mr. Arnold White. 
in the course of his evidence, p:ints out that combination is almost impossible owing 
to the different languages spoken by immigrants, and also to the fear among 
workers of joining societics. Various witnesses speak to the promotion of sweatinz 
by foreigners, owing to their being able to work at starvation waves, which naturally 
defeats attempts at fixing “log” prices. This statement as to immigration is 60m. 
bated by Miss Potter, Mr. Stephany, and Mr. Alexander. Mr. Stephany does not 
think the number of foreigners is iccreasing. Very few sweaters apply to the 
Jewish Board of Guardians for relief. He quoted ficures to show that th eml- 
gration of Jews excseded the immigration ; in 1887, 536 went out. 249

Wages are not bad, but the number of days on which work is procnrable are few in 
the week. He considers that some of the worst cases named in Mr. Burnett's report 
are ‘isolated cases. Mr. Alexander remarks that subdivision of labour tends to 
cheapen and quicken production ; he, therefore. is of opinion that it is a boon to the 
poor consumer. Mr. Alexander acknowledges that the sanitary condition of work- 
shops is bad, but does not admit that the Jewish workshops are worse than others. 
Messrs. Stephany and Alexander agree that sweating does not lead to immorality 
and that the opening up of the trade to girls has enabled many to get work and nid 
in maintaining the family. He further says that the Jewish Board do all they can 
to prevent the Jewish poor from entering crowded trades, and issue warnings in Poland 
and Russia against their coreligivnists coming here. The Jewish Board of Guardians 
sent home 627 cases in 1836, 146 im 1887, He has endeavoured to ascertain the 
existence of a supposed organisation for procuring labour from abroad, but has beea 
unable to discover one, and he contends that one great reason why the Jews live so 
much cheaper than the Gentiles is their sobriety. In giving a summary of sweating 
as carried on in the clothing trade in the provinces, it is unnecessary to deal with 
the subject at any greater length, In all essential points the system pursued in pro- 
vincial cities and towns is identical with that in the metropolis. The

| am happy to inform you that the celebration of the Passover festival has 
not been attended with any untoward circumstances, either here or in the neigh 
bourhood. Contrary to the prediction of pessimists, everything passed off with tho 
utmost tranquillity. 

In my last letter I reported the incident of the two Greeks who offered to sel] tq 
the Grand Rabbi a Christian child’s blood for Jewish ceremonial purposes, and who 
had immediately been imprisoned. I am now able to state, from information Which 
has reached me from a trustworthy quarter, that in order not to arouse popular 
passions by a trial of this kind on the eve of Easter, the Governor General gaye 
instructions that the judicial proceedings should be suspended until after the foc. 
tival. Meanwhile the accused remain in prison. This measure is highly honoura} 
to the sentiments of equity and to the vigilance of the Governor General, 

‘The vexed question of the restoration of the Jewish Cemetery has been 
settled in a fairly satisfactory manner. Let us hope that it will not be re-opened, 
The birthday of the Sultan has this year been celebrated with unusual éclyy. 
Our coreligionists heartily joined in the public celebrations, and in the evening tly 
public buildings in the Jewish quarter were illuminated. There are, indeed, foy 
countries where the Jews have more reason to rejoice at the magnanimnity shows 
to them by their sovereign. Sultan Abdul Hamid has gained the affection of all 
his subjects without distinction of creed, and the Jews, even more than the fol. 
lowers of other religions, manifest on every occasion their sentiments of fidelity 
At a time when Jewish students are pitilessly hunted out from Russian Up; 
versities, [ am glad to state thatin Smyrna, for example, a different state of things 
prevails. Thus at the Turkish School of Arts and Trades several boys belonging 
to poor Jewish families have been admitted as boarding pupils, There are also 
thirty Jewish. scholars at the Turkish Lycée for secondary instruction. These 
young people are well treated yy their teachers and their Mahommedan cm 
panions. They are as distinguished and receive the same encouragement as th 
others, and excel by their conduet and application. There 1s even -some talk af 
establishing in these institutions a kosher kitchen for the benefit of the Jews! 
scholars as soon as they reach a certain number. It should be noticed that th 
pupils are received gratis ; the school would therefore impose on itself‘an addi. 
sional burden in order to do justice to the relizious sentiments of our cor lizionists 
The elections for the Municipal Council and the several local tribunals hare 
just been held here. Every community has the nght of being represented on 
each of these Councils. The elections are based on a restricted suffrage. Unfor 
tunately, it sometimes happens, as was the case this year, that the persons chosen 
by the Jewish community do not accept their mandate, because they are called 
tipon to undertake honorary functions, which only persons of sufficient private 
tieans are able to perform conscientiously. In our community there ts not a single 
yantier. very one has to work for his living. Nevertheless some competent 
individual is generally found to accept the position. The Grand Rabbi is a tember 
de jure of the Council-General of the province. Asststed by a lay member, w 
has to submit to election, he sits in this Council twice a week, and his voicehas 
as auch weight as that of the religious heads of the other communities in this arty. 
[ doubt whether spiritual chiefs have anywhere so much legal authority « 
Turkey. They are real representatives of their flocks before the public authontes, 
and their jurisdiction is of the widest character. ‘The Ottoman Authorities dn 
communicate with the Consistories asin some European countries, but with th 
religious chiefs, who have to sign all official documents affecting the comnumnal’ 
adiministration. This practice is eertainly not without inconvenience, but it Is 4 
trait in the habits of the legal récime of our coreligionists in the Ottoman Emp re.

BARNAY. 


Germany's greatest actor, Herr Ludwig Barnay, was on Friday the hero ofa 
popular manifestation such as has rarely been accorded to a member of his pro- 
fession. On that day he celebrated the thirtieth anniversary of his first appearance on 
the stare, and the tributes then offered him were overwhelming in their character, 
Like Mr. Irving, Herr Barnay is an actor-manager,and as arly as ten o'clock on Friday 
morning his house, the Berliner Theatre, was filled not alone by the whole artistic 
and literary world of Berlin, but by admirers from all parts of Germany, and. 
from England, Molland, Austria, and Ilungary. London playzoers have had an 
opportunity of seeing him when he appeared some years ago with the famous 
Meiningen troupe at the Lyceum Theatre. 

The finest Mark Anteny that the present ceneration has seen was the part res 
peated on Friday at the Berliner Theatre amid scenes of almost indescribable enthu- 
siasm. Previously Herr Barnay had held # reception, and for two hours he stood 
on bis own staye welcoming deputatious, laden with addresses avd valuable gift 
from colleagues in all parts of Europe. An address signed on behalf of the grea: 
body of English actors by Messrs. Irving, Bancroft, George Alexander, Jobn Hare 
Beerbohm Tree, Charles Wyndham, E. S. Willard, T. Thorne, Edward Terry, and 
Augustus Harris was handed t» Herr Barnay by Mr. Charles Lowe, 
Berlin correspondent of the Times, togethor with a handsome gold medal, 
as “a token of love and admiration from English actors.” For these gifts 
Herr Barnay briefly but feelingly responded in English. Chief among the 
honours showered on him was that from the Emperor, viz, the Order of 
the Crown of the Fourth Class, a decoration never before given to a German acwr. 
The announcement of the bestowal of this token of the Imperial favour was made 
ata grand banquet given in honour of the hero of the day, and added considerably 
to the prevailing enthusiasm, especially when it was made known tuat Her 
Barnay was the recipient of an autograph letter from the Emperor, The Czar ha 
decorated Horr Barnay with the Order of St. Stanislas, and the Grand Duke of 
Mecklenburgh Schwerin and the Prince of Reuss have presented him with their 
gold medals for Science and Art.

PersiA.—The Association has been favoured by Messra. D. Sassoon and Co., 
with the loan of letters received from their correspondent at Ispahau. The com- 
munications threw light on the origin of the attacks which were made upon the 
Jews in that city, and were suppres-ed through the energy of Prince Zil-us-Sultan, 
son of the Shah. 

ScHOOLS.— Applications for grants to proposed new schools and school build- 
ings are onder consideration trom Bassorah (Persia), Bombay, and Corfu, and 
applications for renewals of subventions were received from Broussa (Asia Minor), 
Bucharest, Constantinople, Fez, Haifa, and Tetuan. The reports from these institu- 
tions bore testimony to the continued effect produced by the schools both on the 
pupilsanc on their parents. 

The Rev. Dr. GASTER in dealing with the subject of Baron de Hirsch’s letter on 
Emigration, asked whether anything bai been done to obtain information as to the 
Argentine Republic as a goal for Jewish emigrants. 

Mr.M. Duparc, the Clerk to the Council, said that the Alliance Israclite of 
Paris had made arrangements to obtain the most trustworthy information oc the 
sabject, and would, immediately upon receiving it, transmit it to the Anglo-Jewish 
Association. 7 

Mr, F. D. MocaTTaA said that he hai been given t» understand that emigration 
to the Argentine Republic on the part of the Jews of Morocco or other Spani-h- 
‘peaking countries would prove to be advantageous, buat he feared that he could 
hot express the same hopeful views as to emigration on the part of the Jews of 
Russia or Roumania. 

Dr. GASTER asked whether arrangements could not be made whereby a number 
of articles made by the pupils of the Jerusalem school, which would be sent to the 
Association, could be eold in the metropolis. If means ¢ muld be devised for the 
regular sale of work in London, the competition between the pupils of the school 
and the local tradesmen in Jerusalem would be removed. 

Mr. ELKAN N. ADLER said that some few years ago Mr. Dennis Samuel had 
endeavoured, on behalf of M, Nissim Behar, to arravge for the sile in London of 
the goods made by the pupils of the school under the divection of M. Behar. Mr. 
Samuel had so far succeeded as to have persuaded a firm in London to take up the 
goods, but either from dilatoriness on_the part of the authorities of the Jerusalem. 
schools or other causes the ordera were not executed and the arrangements fell 
through He thonght that if the Association endeavoured to sell the goods they 
would find that the expenses would exceed the receipts. ee 

Mr. L. SCHLOSS suggested that some of the goods should be exhibited at the 
forthcoming dinner at the Grosvenor Gallery, aud thematter was referred to the 

ecutive Committee. 

Mr. OswaLp J. SIMON suggested that a report of the Rev. A Lowy, on the 
condition of the Jews of Constantinople, which had been privately circulated 
amongst the members of the Council, should be read and dealt with.

METROPOLITAN HOSPITAL 


— 


On Tuesday last the Festival Dinner of the Metropolitan TUoapital was 
held at the Whitehall Rooms, Hotel Metropole, the Right Hon. the Earl of D rby 
K.G., in the chair. The company nambered upwards of 100, and amongst, those 
present were the Revs. B. H. Ascher, H. Gollancz, I, Samuel, and B. Elzas. and 
Messrs. Coleman Defries, D. C. Defries, Wolf Defri: a, and Hl. L. Harris. 

After the usual loyal avd patriotic toasts, 

_ The CHAIRMAN proposed “ The Health of the Metropolitan Hospital.” A ter 
pointing out the evils inseparable from the methods adopted with the ordinary 
hospitals which either required letters or were absolutely free, he went on to say 
that the committee of the hospital had thought the difficulty was best met by roing 
on the good old rule of belping those who helped themselves. They quite admitted 
that the working classes could not be expected to pay the cost of a long illn sa, tut 
thatif something was done for them that was no reason why they should no: do 
what the hospital asked them todo. The plan adopted was to ask working people 
to pay a smail weekly or monthly contribution, which gave the right to relief, and 
evabled the contribator to feel that he was not merely the recipient of charity. 
(Appiause.) The experiment bad been entirely successful. (Applause.) At last 
year’s dinner it was stated that there were 11,000 working people who had placed 
themselves under this arrangement: at the present time it was over 16.000, 
(Cheers.) There were within the radius of a mile from the hospital, 270,000 persons 
of the poorer class and for whom no similar inastitutien exis‘ed in the neighbour. 
hood. This was in one sense an advantage, but on the other hand it threw upon the 
hospital immense burdens. In 1588 there were 247 in-patients and 4.100 ont. 
patients, whilst last year there were 459 in-patients, and 9400 ont-patients—(hear 
hear)—and the attendances were 59,04). There were 8,000 attendances in the pro- 
vident department who paid last year £650. (Applause.) The number of beds had 
been increased from 61 to 76, but nalf the boilding remained empty, and in conelud- 
ing he would appeal carnestly for funds that this might no longer be. (Hear, 
hear ) 

The toast was drunk with enthusiasm and responded to by Mr, Cyril 
Flower, M.P. 

Mr J. R. Pyke in proposing the toast of * Tbe Stewarde.” coupled with it the 
name of Mr. Coleman Defries, and said that it was mainly by his influence that 
such liberal contributions were mace by Jewish friends. Mr. Defries, as a steward, 
showed an example which should be freely imitated. He did not simply lend his 
name and give a contribution, but worked zealously and assiduously, and neither 
spared himself, nor, what was qnite as important, spared bis triends in the 
interests of the Metropolitan Hospital. (Applause.) 

Mr. CoLEMAN DEFRIES in returning thanks, said that he would not take all 
the credit of the success attained by the stewards to himself, as he had been readily 
assisted by his colleagues, He had been associated with the Metropolitan Hospital 
upwards of thirty year’, and it had, at all times been a great satisfaction to him to 
help the suffering poor. There were many friends who supported the hospital by 
their presence at the Festival Dinner from year to year, and he would earnestly 
appeal to those gentlemen to visit the hospital, tosee for themselves the good work 
that was being done, to see for themse!ves how the local poor appreciate the work 
of the hospital, -The well-being of the chiléren was now especially attended to at 
the Metropolitan Hospital, and arrangements had bveen made for the little con- 
valescents remaining for further days after their recovery. They had their con- 
valescent ward aud their playing-room, and everything was done to ensure that 
they should be quite strong before they returned to their homes, (Cheers.) Before 
concluding, he desired to express the pleasure he felt at the presence at the dinner 
of the Rev. B. H. Ascher, one of the oldest friends of the Metropolitan Hospital. 
(Cheers. ) 

The toasta of “ The Staff,” ‘“‘ The Committee,” and * The Chairman,” were also 
duly honoured. | 

Durivg the evening the Secretary (Mr. Byers) announce! donations amounting 
to £1,764, of which eum £536 was received from Jewish friends. The Chairman's 
list included donations from Baron Ferdinand de Rothachild and Mr. Claude G. 
Montefiore. Mr. Coleman Defries’ list amounted to £424 2s. Messrs. J. Defries and 
Son'a list £35. and Lieut.-Col. Montefiore’s list to upwards of £100.

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DIARIES OF SIR MOSES AND LADY MONTEFIORE,

Diaries of Sir Moses and Lady Montefiore.—Faited by De. L. Loewe. London. 

Griffith, Farran, Okeden, and Welsh, 189). 2 Vols. 

The diaries of Sir Moses are not often in these volumes allowed to speak 
for themselves, but when they are quoted in their own words they are full of 
interest. His early acquaintanceship with the (Queen, when Lady Montetiore and 
he were living at East Cliff andthe Duchess of Kent with her daughter visited 
Thanet. gives occasion for several entries. The legend that he presented the 
Princess Victoria with a golden key to his cardens has often been repeated, but it 
finds no confirmation in Dr. Loewe's abstract. A key there was, but there is no 
reason to suppose it of gold. The editor quotes from the diary the account of the 
Queen's arrival, though he only abstracts that part of the journal in which the pre- 
sentation of the key ts mentioned, Sir Moses wrote on September 29, 1850 :— 

“This isa very busy day. At ten I was at the Town Hall; at eleven the 
Committee and many of the inhabitants, both on horse and on foot, went to the 
extremity of the parish to meet their Royal Highnesses the Duchess of Kent and 
Princess Victoria. The Deputy of the Town and myself headed the procession ; we 
walked by the side of the Royal carriage bareheaded all the way to Albion House, 
Thousands of people were ia the streets, the houses all gaily decorated with flags 
and bouchs of trees. The Duchess oa entering the house sent Sir George Conroy 
to request that the gentlemen of the Committee would come to receive her thanks 
for their attention. I went in among the number, and was introduced. She expressed 
herself delighted ; the Princess was also much pleased.” 

Dr. Loewe then tells us that Sir John Conroy, who was in attendance, ona 
subsequent day was particularly polite, and adds :— 

“ Mr. Montefiore offered him the key of his grounds for the Dachess, which he 
accepted with pleasure. Accordingly both he and Mrs. Montefiore called the next 
day on the Duchess, and left a key there for the use of Her Royal Highness, Sir 
John Conroy, and his family.” 

The Duchess pays several visits to the grounds, we are not told whether with 
or without the Princess, and a special entrance is made on the Broadstairs side for 
her convenience, whereupon Sir John Conroy is commanded to write :— 

“Sir John Conroy presents his eompliments, and in obedience to acommand he 
bas just received from the Duchess of Kent, hastens to inform Mr. Montefiore that 
Her Royal Highness is exceedingly gratified and obligéd by his attention in making 
a new access to his charming grounds from Broadstairs for her convenience, but Her 
Roval Highuess fears she has given a great deal of trouble. Ramsgate, 24 October, 
8835.” 

A vear later Mr. Montefiore dined with the Duchess of Kent and the Princess 
Victoria at West-Clift. Mr. Justice Gaselee (the original of Dickens’s iniinitable 
caricature, Mr. Justice Stareleigh,. in * Pickwick”) being of the party. Mr. 
Montetiore took down the Tlen. Mrs, Stopforth, and sat opposite the young 
Princess who was next year to ascend the throm 

“IT never felt myself more et case at any dinner-party within my recollection 
The behavivur of the Duchess was most kind aud condescending, and all the party 
were extremely amiable and chatir.” 

On June 2nd, nest year, he records :— 

“This midnight at 2a.m.,it pleased the Almighty to call toa better world onr 
beloved King William IV. Oaths of allegiance were taken by the members of both 
Houses of Parliament to the Queen Alexandrina Victoria, May her reign be long, 
glorious, and happy. Amen.” 

He duly attends a levee :— 

‘The Queen looked very pretty and most inter sting .... The Queen smiled 
most good-humouredly at me, and the Duchess of Kent said she was pleased to see 
us. No reception ata drawing room con'd have been more flattering.” 

At a yet later drawing roow the Duchess of Kent. came out of the circle 
and spoke tous. She said she was pleased to see us, and enquired whether we 
had lately been to Ramsgate. This was a most distinguished honour.” 

lle speaks again of the young Queen looking very beautiful and happy. 

A Wwe e r Sir Moses thank Mr. Spring-Rice, han el] of the 
hequer, for having, At his request, appointed Mir. dacob Montefiore one of 
Her Majesty's Commissioners for the colonisation of South Australia, and is a 
party to the C1 5.000.000) loan raised to compensate the owners of slaves in 
Jamaica, his co-contractor being Mr. N. M. Rothschild. The parties of the other part 
are Lord Melbourne, Spring-Rice, Lord Seymour, and other officials : the witnesses 
are the Governor and Depaty-Governor of the Bank. A journey to Ramsgate, 
in the days before railways, is thus described :— 

Walked with Judith to Gracechurch Street. We met Louis and Floretie (the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Louis Cohen, then of South Street, Finsbury), and Dr. Loewe. 
We all went with the Tally-ho at three o'clock ; they having the whole inside, and I 
riding cutside. on the box-seat. We took tea at Sittingbourne, and proceeded from 
Canterbury about ten o'clock by the night stage coach, with post-horses to E. Cliff. 
I] found it extreme!y co!d ; 1t was near one when we arrived at E. Cliff : thanks to 
Heaven, in safety, and found al! well. Ourlibrary looked delightfully comfortatle. 
with a gocd fire and lamps, I was almost per.shing with cold. We took tea, and 
when our Visitors retired to thcuir chambers, it was near two o'clock.” 

Of this visit Mr. Loewe relates an amusing s ry: Mr. Monteéetiore had laid a

wager with his wite, “t w effect that if. at a stated time. she w uld ba able 
to pass an examin ition by him in Italian eramimar, he would give her a cheqne for 


£100. She was fortunate enough to weal herself most eredit bly in our presence, 
and rest eived the amount in on. Some JOUTTibes are still mere eve ntful, We 


have heen much alarmed” writes Sir Moses, * by some person tiring a pistol at us, 
near Welling, on the road from. Rochester to London: happily it missed both 
horses and carriage : the post-boy was much frightened.”

‘From all information I have been able to gather, the land ia this neighbonr. 
heod appears to be part.cularly favourable for agricultural speculation, Ther 
are groves of olive trees, I should think, more than 500 years old, vineyards, much 
pasture, plenty of wells and abundance of exc:ilent water; also fig trees, walnut: 
almonds, mulberries, &c., and rich fieldsof wheat, barley, and lentils ; in fact, it js 
a land that would produce almost everything in abundance, with very little ski)! 
and labour. Iam sure if the plan I have in contemplation should succeed, it wi)! 
be the means of introducing happiness aod plenty in the Holy Land. In the fire

I would not sell it to any verson for thousands of pounds, but w you | 
give it without money ; is is yours, take posassion of is! - I, myself, my wife, and 
children, we all are yours.” Avd this was his reply to Sir Moses day after day, 
whenever he was asked the price for which he would se'l the said property. Ulu 
mately, after a whole day's most friendly argument, which almost exhausted all my 
stock of Arabic phraseology (having acted as interpreter between him and ir 
Moses), he said to me: ‘ You are my friend, my brother ; by my beard, my hea}, ! 
declare this is the case. ‘Tell Sir Moses to give me a souvenir of one thousand 
pounds sterling, and we will go at unce to the Chidee. The moment I[ informe: 
him of the Agha’s price Sir Moses lost no time, and counted ous one thousand 
English sovereigns, did them up in a roll, and proceeded to the English Consulate, 
together with the Agha and his friend», where the sale was effected.”

.¢ fveor six per cent, on the outlay ; that two or three influential persons should be 
elected a8 directors, and that the Turkish Ambassador should be an ex-officio 
jirector, a8 his presence at the Board would sanction the contracts, and thereby 
cure, without dispute, the guarantee return on the outlay. I mentioned several 
persons it woald be desirable to get asdirectors. Lord Dufferin told the gentlemen 
present that he wished to speak to Sir Moses alone, and they then took their leave. 
His Lordship said that he was happy to have the opportunity of seeing him, and that 
«t Damasous he had heard how much he had done for the people there, He said 
the outbreak was near reaching the Jewish quarter. He had received great attention 
from the Jews and had dined with some of them, He expressed his eatisfaction at 
the course Sir Moses had recommended, but said he could not act without the addi- 
sonof some wealthy City people. ‘His Lordship,’ Sir Moses observes,‘ is a most 
elerant and agreeable young man,’ ” 

With this early reference to a statesman, who has since become very dis- 
jgguished, we take leave for the present of the journals of our honoured cen- 
inarian.

BUCHAREST, 27TH APRIL, 1890. 

Two years have elapsed since the downfall of the Bratiano Ministry, and the 
atry into office of the party now in power; and still the sad situation of the 
Jews in Roumania has in no way been improved. Improved, do I say? On the 
contrary, it has become worse. What lost illusions! What deceptions have been 
practised upon us! But as “ out of evil cometh good,” so we Jews have acquired 
ihe profound conviction that all Roumanian Statesmen, whatever their political 
principles and their system of Government, and to whatever party they belong, 
are, without exception, hostile, not to say enemies, to our race and religion. 
Political parties may war on each other to the death in the press and in the 
Chamber ; they may insult each other in language, such as one hears in the lowest 
vabarets, and tear one another to pieces like wild beasts on general questions of 
wiministration, of finance, and of justice ; but as soon as the burning Jewish ques- 
‘10m is to the front all animosity is laid aside, and they shake hands all round and 
‘raternise for the sole purpose of injuring the Jewe, and of perpetuating the 
wrong that has legally been done them by exceptional laws and restrictions. 

It is well that our influential and powerful brethren all over the globe should 
know that never will Roumanian politicians do their duty to lighten the suffer- 
ings, that are so patiently borne by some 300,000 Jews, It is useful for our 
more fortunate co-religionists to be told that the promises made by Roumanian 
diplomatists in moments of embarrassment are worthless, and are forgotten as 
“oon as the crisis is past. 

What better proof can be given to justify what I have stated, than the 
~olemn engagement made in 1879, before the eyes of Europe, to submit to the 
‘rms oi the Berlin Treaty, and particularly to its 44th Article, stipulating for 
“ae naturalisation of all the Jews! Who does not know that out of 300,000 only 
"fave been naturalised in the space of twelve years! If we could only hope in 
‘Se goodwill of our legislators ; but even this hope is denied us. 

Inthe Parliamentary Session of 1888-1889 the Senate voted in favour of three 
tions for naturalisation, which have not yet been decided by the Chamber of 
Veputies. In the last Session, the duration of which was five months, neither body 
‘ted a single naturalisation, On the contrary ,petitions from two Jews, men of the 
‘host integrity and of great utility to the country, which came before the Senate, 
Vere rejected, although the reports of the Petitions’ Committee were full of eulogy 
of the probity and the patriotic sentiments of the petitioners. 

Am I not right in saying that the situation has become worse since the 
wlvent to power of the Conservative party’ What embitters our feelings is the 
knowledge that whilst our petitions are ignominiously rejected, hundreds of appli- 
“ations for the indigenate are granted every session without difficulty or delay, to 
reeks, Bulgarians, Servians, and men of other nationalities, because they are 
ations and not Jews, without taking into account other Christians, svi-disant 
“umanians from Transylvania and Macedonia, whose rights are recognised with 
lightning-like rapidity. 

Who is there that cannot see in this mode of action on the part of the legal 
‘epresentatives of the Roumanian people a most audacious defiance of the seven 
steat European Powers, who were signatories to the International Treaty of 1878? 
— me hasten to add that the nation itself is entirely innocent of the misdeeds of its 
“overnment and legislature, The Roumanian people is at heart good and generous, 
And I am convinced that if a plébiscite, freely expressed, were taken of the 
people, the vast majority would declare for the naturalisation of all native Jews.

THE MILLENARY OF SAADIA GAON. 


We annonnced some time ago that the 1,000th anniversary of the birth of 
the Gaon Saadia would take place in 1892, and that some steps were contem- 
plated to mark this event. Saadia occupies a epecial rank in the history of 
rabbinical literature. By the circumstances of his life, which placed him in a 
Mussulman country, he united in his own person the Jewish and the Arabic 
science of his time; by his straggle against the Karaites be exercised consider- 
able influence on the progress of Judaism ; by his remote antiquity he may be 
considered as the most ancient erudite Jew and the ancestor of all Jewish 
savants. It is intended therefore to honour his memory and to furnish science 
with writings of the highest value by publishing his works, still partly unknown 
and unedited, and principally those of an exegetical and grammatical character. 
This laborious enterprise would almost have been impossible but for a fortunate 
circumstance. M. Joseph Derenbourg, the celebrated member of the Institute 
of France, has for the past forty years entertained «. particular passion for 
Saadia. As active at the present day as he was wh ‘4 this predilection first 
seiz°d hold of him, M. Derenbourg has determined to %-vote some years to the 
publication of the works of Saadia, which will be one of the highest ambitions 
of his life, and will crown one of the greatest scientific careers of our times. 
M. Derenbourg will be assisted in this work by several collaborators. Foremost 
among them is Dr. A. Harkavy, who has under his charge in the Imperial 
Library of St. Petersburg, a large number of Saadia’s MS3., which will form a 
considerable portion of the intended publication. 

In the list of works to be included in the publications are Siadia’s Arabic 
translation of the Pentateuch. Siadia wrote two such versions, The first was 
accompanied by an itumense commentary, of which several fragments are still 

reserved, and a portion exists in the St. Petersburg Library. Tne other version 
1as been several times printed and copies are in the possessioa of different public 
libraries. The projected edition will give the first version with the existing 
fraginents of the commentary and a critical text of the other. It will contain, 
further, a new and improved edition of Saadia’s Arabic translation of Isaiah, as 
also his Arabic versions of the Psalms, Job, and Proverbs. Portions of these 
have at times beea published. The Bodleian Library possesses the translation of 
and the commentary ou Proverbs, but some pages of the introduction are want- 
ing inthe MS. Finally the other exegetical works of the Gaon, viz., the Arabic 
version of the song of Deborab, of Daniel, and of Ruth, will find « place in the 
commemorative publication, and it is boped that it will also be possible to add 
the translation of his other Megilloth. The edition of all these works will con- 
tain a French translation of the Arabic text for the benefit of those who are 
unacquainted with the latter language. The Arabic version will be accompanied 
throughout by notes written in Hebrew. 

A young Rursian savant is engaged in collecting, among the printed and 
written works of the Karaites, everytning that relates to the remarkable polemic | 
of Saadia against this Jewish sect. This collection will form part of M. Deren- 
bourg’s edition, Possibly rocm may also be found for a MS. which has lately 
been discovered by Dr. Harkavy in the Firkowitz collection at St. Petersbarg, 
and which throws new light on the disputes between Saadia and the chiefs of 
the captivity and other learned men of that period. A volume at least might be 
devoted to the ravbinical consultations and the other talmudical writings of 
Saadia. Dr. Joel Miiller, of Berlin, has promised his co-operation for this portion 
of the work. The publication of the Sidur of Saadia, which is of so mach im- 
portance for the history of the Jewish liturgy, will also be undertaken. If to these 
works are added the philosophical writiogs of Saadia, of which one, the “ Kitab 
al Amonah ” (Opinions and Beliefs), has already been issued by Herr Landauer, 
and the other the commentary on the “ Sefer Jesirah ” will shortly be published 
by M. Mayer Lambert, the greater part of the scientific work of Saadia will be 
restored, and an important monument of Jewish science will be raised. A num- 
ber of memoirs will be added to the publication. They will be edited by Dr. 
Harkavy, Dr. Wilhelm Bacher, of Brda Pesth, Dr. Guttmann, Rabbi of 
Hildesheim, and various other savants. The principal subjects treated in these 
memoirs will bo the life of Saadia, his philosophy, grammar, and the lexicon of 
Arabic expressions which are peculiar to him. 

M. Derenbourg hopes that the entire publication may be completed ia 1892, 
and he is ready to commence as soon a8 the necessary funds for printing are 
secured, Ie estimates that the printing will cost 30,000 franes ; this will be 
the only item of expenditure, as all the literary work will be performed gra- 
tuitocsly. The price of the complete edition to subscribers will be 90 francs, 
and we are requested to state that subscriptions and donations will be received by 
the Pablication Committee of the Alliance Israélite Universelle, 55, Rae de 
Trévise, Paris.

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


AUSTRIA—HUNGARY. 

The death at Vienna is announced of Herr Anton Schey, head of the well- 
known Jewish family of that name, He leaves a fortune of several million florins, 
and has bequeathed 300,000 florins for charitable purposes. In spite of his great 
wealth, Herr Schey was of a very unassuming disposition. He owned a splendid 
picture gallery, in which were to be found many of tho greatest works of art. 

A deputation of the leading Jews in Lemberg has visited Vienna for the pur- 
pose of pressing the Government to put into operation the trust of Baron de Hirsch, 
for the benefit of the Jews in Galicia. The deputation had an audience of Count 
Taaffe, the Prime Minister, and it is believed that their mission will have the 
desired effect. 

The Anti-Semitic lawyer, Dr. Pattai, has brought an action for libel against the 
Deutsche Volkablatt.an Anti-Jewish organ. As no advocate could be found to take 
a brief for the defendant, the Court, in accordance with custom, appointed an ex- 
officio counsel. By the ny of fate it was the turn, to act in this capacity, of 
the Jewish barrister, D€"Reitzer, whose father, a well-known banker in Vienna, 
is constantly being attacked by the Volksblat?. 

GERMANY. 

A German Anti-Semitic Congress has been held in Hanover, and was attended 
by about 200 persons. The proceedings were secret, bat the Aolniache Zeitung has 
been informed that a plan of campaign was arranged to work the constituencies for 
future elections. It is stated that the party is amply supplied with the sinewa of 
war. 

The whole population of Einbeck joined in a manifestation of regard for the’ 
town doctor, Dr. Rosenstein, on the occasion of the celebration of his fifty years 
jubilee, Early in the morning Dr. Rosenstein was serenaded by the military band, 
and later on he received the Municipality, when the Burgomaster handed him the 
Order of the Red Eagle, which had been conferred on him by the Emperor. The 
Univeraity of Gottingen sent the diploma of Honorary Doctor. 


Herr Hirsch Sonnenthal, of Berlin, celebrated on the 22nd ult., his hundreth 
birthday, and was the recipient on that occasion of a handsome goblet, the gift of 
the Emperor. Herr Sonnenthal’s father lived to the age of 113 years, ' 

Is is reported that the law officersof the Crown are about to take proceedings 
against the Anti-Semitic deputy Pickenbach for engaging in usurious practices, 

Dr. Bondi of Vienna, is a candidate for the appointment of Rabbi of the 
Orthodox Congregation (Israelititche Religionsgesellschaft) at Mayence, in suc- 
cession to the late Dr. Lehmann. Dr. Bondi was a candidate for the office of 
Minister of the Federation of Synagogues ni London. 

At Wednesday's sitting of the Upper House of the Prus-ian Diet, Count von Pfeil, 
who was supported by the Extreme Right, referred to the discussion on the Jewish 
question recently raiselin the Lower House by Herr Stocker, the Court Chaplain, 
and brought forward a motion calling upon the Pruasian Government to consider 
the adoption of measures for remedying the inconveniences arising from the exces- 
sive number of Jewish pupils in the superior educational establishments. 

MOROCLO, 

Colonel Feiix Mathews has returned to Tangiers on his re-appointment as 
United States Consul General. It will be remembered that as the result of intri- 
gues he was re-called a few years ago, During his firet occupancy of the post 
Col. Mathews showed himself so warm a friend of the Jews that strong repre- 
sentations were made in the United States for his reinstatement. On disembarking 
at Tangiers Col. Mathews received an enthusiastic welcome, in which the Jews 
heartily joined. 

The recent proceedings for the better organization of Jewish Communal affairs 
in Tangiers have led to the resignation of the Chief Rabbi, who resented the fact

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A NEW RELIGION BOOK, 


[PRELIMINARY NOTICR, ] 


With the title “‘ Mehayii El Hayil,” (“ From Strength to Strength » 
Messrs. George Bell and Sons have just issued a volume designed as an aid 
in the moral and religious instruction of Jewish children. The book con- 
sists of a number of addresses or lessons by various writers, whose identity 
is partially revealed by initials; the editor, whose anonymity remains 
entirely veiled, being an exception. Each lesson is followed by an appro- 
priate poem by some well-known author. As some indication of the con- 
tents of the work we may mention that it includes addresses on tho 
Commandments, on “ Service,” and on “Conduct,” by the editur, o9 
« Hear O Israel,” on “Spring,” and on “ Obedience,” “by L. de R.,” on 
“ Vanity of Vanities,” and on “ Work,” by “E. R.,” and on the various 
Jewish Feasts and Fasts (including the Fast of Ab) by “L.C.” The 
editor also contributes a very able and useful preface, offering some wise 
counsel as to the way in which a religion class should be taught, and as to 
the most fruitful method of using the lessons contained in the book, She 
very properly insists upon the necessity of making religious instruction 
bright and interesting, and she shows by a practical example how the 
addresses she edits may be made the basis of teaching far more extended ip 
scope than the printed lesson itself. As to the addresses, they seem admir- 
ably adapted to the purpose for which they are intended, They are simple, 
and yet not childish. They teach the highest traths, and enforce an exalted 
standard of daty ; but they are not beyond the comprehension or the needs 
of young children. Their tone, too, is distinctly Jewish ; the writers are 
not content to breathe mere ethical sentiment, or to teach a vague, colourless, 
Theism. The concluding paragraph of the address “ Hear O Israel,” may 
be quoted as a fair sample of the tone and style of the lessons, 

Yes, indeed, the Tephillin and the Mezuzah should still guard us from evil, and 
incite us to good—the Tephillin by reminding us while engaged in prayer that our 
powers of body, mind, and sonl, are His gifts ; the Mezuzah, by raising every Jewish 
house, the poorest and smallest dwelling, as well as the grandest and most costly 
edifice into a temple dedicated to the worship and praise of the Lord. But you must 
not forget that the Tephillin and the Mezuzih were only signs —signs of the love of 
the one true God, which should lead and guide us at all times when we are walking 
by the way, or resting in our homes. Never mistake the sign for the reality, boty 
are necessary—the reminder for that of which it should remind you—nor deceive 
yourselves by thinking that without the love of God ia your hearts, these written 
words are of more value than a glorious title adorning the cover of an empty book. 

The passage we have quoted shows not only an aptitude for making 
the elements of conservative religion a vehicle for imparting highly spiritus| 
lessons, but the tact which can deal satisfactorily with difficult subjects, 
The address in question m'ght be read with perfect propriety to a class 
composed of Jewish children hailing either from Whitechapel or Mayfair. 

The dearth among us of suitable manuals of religious instruction is 
notorious. Teachers and parents alike feel the want acutely. Every work. 
then, like the one before us, which helps to fill the void, is to be cordially 
welcomed. It is an earnest and, on every ground, highly creditable attempt 
to infuse a much-needed spirituality into the religious teaching of Jewish 
children, and to set before them the noblest moral ideals. At the same 
time what is aimed at is to make them Jews, in the best sense of the wor, 
not—to use Mrs. Henry Lucas’s recent phrase—religious cosmopolitans. 
We trust that the book will find wide adoption both in Jewish homes aad 
schools.
